PARIS.  Jan  27  (AP).— The  centre 
of  Paris  was  a  scene  of  wild  turmoil, 
tonight,  as  Infuriated  royalists 
rioted  against  thousands  of  massed 
police. 

Elaborate  precautions  had  been 
taken  against  a  repetition  of  earlier 
antl  -  Government  demonstrations, 
but  the  monarchists,  shouting  In- 
vective and  swinging  clubs,  repeat- 
edly charged  through  lines  of 
mounted  and  foot  officers. 

The  hours-long  battle  followed 
the  resignation  of  Premier  Camllle 
Chautemps'  Cabinet,  against  whose 
alleged  part  in  the  $40  000,000  Sta- 
visky  pawnshop  scandal  the  royal- 
ists have  staged  frequent  demon- 
strations in  recent  weeks. 

"Down  with  Chautemps"  was  the 
rallying  cry  of  hundreds  of  rioters, 
who,  time  and  again,  smashed  Into 
the  ranks  of  authorities,  wielding 
any  weapon  that  came  to  hand.

The  measure  authorizing  devaluation  of  the  dollar, 
creation  of  a  $2,000,000,000  stabilization  fund,  and  seizure 
of  Federal  Reserve  gold,  was  passed  after  four  days  of 
consideration,  during  which  all  changes  opposed  by  the 
administration  were  rejected. 

The  Senate  adopted  an  amendment  giving  the  President 
the  power,  but  not  requiring  him,  to  issue  certificates 
against  any  silver  in  the  Treasury.

Payments  to  policy  holders  and 
beneficiaries  again  constituted  a  rec- 
ord and  amounted  to  $19,022,911,  an 
increase  of  $734,170  over  1933.

Joseph 
and  Devil's  Islands,  home  of  man 
killers  and  incorrigible  convicts,  are 
immediately  off  that  port.  Dutch 
territory,  goal  of  the  escaped  men. 
Is  only  300  yards  away. 

The  river,  which  has  many  miles 
of  damrerous  rapids  and  a  series  of 
falls  higher  than  Niagara.  Is  one  of 
the  few  streams  on  earth  to  contain 
fighting  fish  and  the  -  overpowering 
electric  eel. 

Aside  from  the  general  air  of 
hopelessness  and  depression  the 
thing  that  struck  me  mast  about 
St  Laurent  was  the  number  of  gold 
and  butterfly  buyers.  Practically 
every  merchant  has  a  bit  of  a 
cubby-holo  tucked  off  in  a  corner 
where  he  dickers  with  bush  men  for 
loose  gold  and  with  convicts  for 
butterfly  wings  or  essential  oils 
from  which  perfume  is  brewed. 

Several  times  while  in  Guiana  I 
was  astonished  to  hear  the  gold 
buyers  carry  on  their  trade  In  Eng- 
lish. "Why  English?'  I  asked  the 
buyers. 

"Because  these  men  are  English. " 

"Obviously;  but  why  dont  the 
French  hunt  their  own  gold?"  I 
went  on. 

The  buyer  shrugged  fat  shoulders 
"Perhaps  they  are  afraid?" 

"Afraid  of  what;  the  snakes  and 
the  Jaguars?  Afraid  of  the  vampire 
hats  perhaps?" 

"No.  These  forests  are  filled  with 
escaped  convict*  They  are  blood- 
thirsty and  vicious  men.  First  of  all 
they  want  food,  boats  and  rifles 
More  than  90  per  cent  of  all  the 
gold  miners  up-country  are  British 
or  Dutch.  These  men  don  t  travel 
armed." 

FOOTLOOSE  DESPERADOES 

You  will  recall  the  story  of  Louis 
and  Marcel  Dron.  the  Edmonton 
prospectors  who  had  lost  their  stake 
In  a  searrh  for  Guiana  gold.  They 
had  met  a  camp  of  convicts  out  in 
the  wilds.  But  those  convicts  had 
fed  and  sheltered  them  through  a 
stormy  night  when  their  boat  en- 
gine failed  Perhaps  Thompson  was 
not  so  lucky.  Certainly  the  greatest 
risk  In  prowling  around  the  Interior 
is  that  of  meeting  footloose  des- 
peradoes, for.  no  sirens  scream  and 
no  bloodhounds  bay  when  a  convict f0  default 
or  group  of  convicts  make  a  break 
It's  almost  a  routine  affair.

In  stating  the  booklet  would  be 
off  the  presses  by  Wednesday,  the 
chief  said  it  was  his  desire  that  one 
of  these  books  should  be  placed  In 
the  possession  of  every  motorist  and 
householder  in  Victoria. 

Assisting  in  the  effort  to  freely 
circulate  these  booklets,  several 
service  stations  already  have  placed 
orders  for  a  supply  for  distribution 
to  their  clients,  while  several  real 
estate  firms  also  have  ordered 
quantities  of  the  book  for  distribu- 
tion, in  view  of  the  valuable  infor- 
mation contained  in  the  publication 
relating  to  crime  prevention. 
SEVERAL  SECTIONS 
The  book  is  divided  Into  sections. 
One  deals  with  motorists,  and  gives 
a  brief  synopsis  of  the  traffic  code 
and.  In  short,  terse  sentences  warns 
the  motorist,  and  advises  him  how 
best  to  safeguard  the  lives  of  others 
and  public  property. 

A  section  is  devoted  to  cyclists 
and  pedestrians,  who  also  are  in- 
structed in  the  traffic  rules,  as  they 
apply  to  them,  while  another  sec- 
tion is  devoted  to  children.  This 
secUon.  too,  touches  upon  traffic 
matters,  and  also  warns  Juveniles 
against  accepting  candy  and  other 
gifts  from  strange  men.  Other 
matters  of  Importance  to  the  wel- 
fare of  children  also  are  Included 
in  this  section. 

HELPFUL  LIST 

There  is  quite  a  list  of  recom- 
mendations given  to  householders  in 
the  interest  of  preventing  crime  and 
ordinary  breaking  and  entering 
cases.  This  section  should  be  of 
outstanding  value  to  every  citizen 
Finally  a  section  is  devoted  to 
enumerating  the  one  hour  parking 
places,  and  the  prohibited  parking 
areas,  so  that  no  motorist  can  here- 
after plead  Ignorance  on  these  mat- 
ters. A  supply  of  the  books  will 
be  kept  at  headquarters  for  distribu- 
tion to  those  who  call  at  the  charge 
office. 

Chier  Heatiey  plans  to  conduct 
a  safety  campaign  twice  during  the 
year,  in  an  effort  to  minimize  the 
number  of  accidents,  which  lately- 
been  growing  apace.

Perhaps  with  such  it  Is  not  so  much  unbelief  as 
uncertainty.  Because  the  evidence  is  insuf- 
ficient to  exclude  all  doubt  they  do  not  recognize 
the  belief  of  a  life  after  death  as  affording  a 
rational  ground  for  conduct  on  earth. 

It  Is  evident  from  the  fact  that  every  science 
is  experimental  that  truth  Is  larger  than  human 
Intelligence  and  that  no  one  can  hope  to  grasp 
It  In  Its  full  orbit.  There  are  mysteries  In  our- 
selves, In  the  world,  and,  most  of  all,  In  Ood. 
Those  mysteries  are  operative  in  all  life.  They 
are  so  operative  in  fact  that  they  cannot  be 
based  on  fiction.  They  are  real  and  immediate 
to  the  consciousness.  It  is  not  a  question  of  In- 
tellectual appreciation  of  them;  there  Is  no  certi- 
tude Induced  by  logic  in  the  spiritual  realm.  Re- 
ligion, like  art,  takes  the  Individual  beyond  the 
limits  of  rational  faculties.  It  Is  an  appeal  to 
the  emotions  and  to  the  will,  and  until  that  ap- 
peal Is  responded  to  spirituality  is  in  no  real 
sense  living,  personal  and  dynamic.

For,  after  all.  It  is  not  the  whole 
duty  of  an  opposition  either  in  Par- 
liament or  In  the'  constituencies  to 
oppose.

Yet  the  Liberal  newspapers  will 
admit  no  such  thing,  possibly  in  the 
belief  that  to    admit  something 
which  Is  obvious  might  be  inter- 
preted as    commendation    of  the 
policy  of  the  Bennett  government. 
The  Manchester  Guardian  insisted 
from  the  beginning  that  it  would 
be  a  vicious  thing  for  the  Mac- 
Donald  government  to  implement 
the  provisions  of  the  Ottawa  agree- 
ment and  give  Canadian  lumber  a 
preference  In  the  British  markets 
as  against  the  timber  Russia  vwas 
producing  under  conditions  which 
precluded  the    possibility    of  falr 
competltlon.   Everything  printed  in 
The  Ouardlan  in  opposition  to  the 
pact  was  reproduced  and  endorsed 
by  all  the    Canadian    free  trade 
newspapers,  even  by  the  free  trade 
newspapers  of    British  Columbia. 
When    the    Imperial  government, 
after  what  seemed  undue  hesita- 
tion, finally  declared  the  provisions 
of  the  agreement    In    force,  The 
Ouardlan  pointed  out,  and  the  free 
trade  papers  repeated  with  exalta- 
tion which  could  not  be  concealed, 
that  there  were  loopHoles  in  the  ar- 
rangement, and  through  those  holes 
in  the  wall  Russia  would  smuggle 
timber  Into  the  British  market  by 
way  of  Finland.

An  attitude  like  that  indicates 
that  condition  of  mind  which  places 
the  interests  of  party  above  the  In- 
terests of  country.'  It  exceeds  the 
bounds  of  legitimate  criticism  and 
justifies  the  sneers  often  heard  on 
the  streets  these  days  regarding  the 
lack  of  scruple  of  party  politicians 
It  Is  as  contemptible  as  appeals 
which  have  been  made  to  the  pre- 
judices of  the  rabble  to  spurn 
Prime  Minister  Bennett  and  the 
policies  of  his  government  upon  the 
ground  that  the  leader  of  the  ad- 
ministration, being  a  wealthy  man. 
has  no  sympathy  for  the  common 
people  The  demagogues  of  the 
day  are  not  all  In  the  ranks  of  the 
new  political  parties.

No  doubt  the  policies  of  the  gov- 
ernment, including  the  trade 
agreements  which  have  done  so 
much  to  bring  prosperous  condi- 
tions back  to  Canada,  will  be  bitter- 
ly attacked  by  the  free  traders  dur- 
ing the  present  secsion  of  Parlia- 
ment Beyond  doubt  Rt  Hon.  Wil- 
liam Lyon  Ma-kenaie  King  will 
denounce  the  Ottawa  agreements 
and  Indulge  in  vague  suggestions 
that  when  a  Liberal  government 
once  more  rules  In  Canada  protec- 
tion for  Canadian  Industries  will  be 
abolished  and  the  principles  of  freer 
trade  established.  But  If  there 
were  to  be  a  change  of  government 
tomorrow  every  Canadian  Liberal 
knows  In  his  heart  that  the  prin- 
ciples adopted  at  the  Ottawa  Im- 
perial Conference  will  prevail  as 
long  as  there  la  either  a  Conserva- 
tive or  a  Liberal  goverrhnent  In 
power.

Sir,— Reeve  R.  W.  Hayhew's  sug- 
gestion that  the  lots  owned  by  the 
Municipality  of  Oak  Bay.  number- 
ing approximately  500.  be  either 
taken  off  the  market,  or  the  price 
increased  therefor  by  at  least  50  per 
cent,  la.  in  my  opinion,  an  excellent 
one.  as  it  will,  if  carried  out.  effec- 
tually stop  the  purchase  of  the  lots 
except  for  use.

— A 
scientist,  hot  under  the  collar,  ap- 
plied cold  statistics  today  to  the 
"curse  of  King  Tutankhamen,"  and 
that  tall  tale,  which  has  set  many 
a  spine  a-shiver,  shrivelled  up  like 
the  mummy  of  the  king  himself. 

Marshaling  documentary  and  per- 
sonal testimony.  Herbert  E.  Winlock 
director  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art,  offered  proof  to  explode  the 
story  that  the  Pharoah.  whose 
tomb  was  opened  In  1923,  dealt 
death  across  the  centuries  to  the 
men  who  exhumed  his  remains. 
Winlock  showed  that: 
The  man  who  discovered  the 
steps  of  the  tomb  Is  alive.  Of  the 
five  who  attended  the  opening  of 
the  tomb  only  one  is  dead. 

Of  the  twenty-two  who  were  pres- 
ent at  the  opening  of  the  inner 
chamber  only  six  are  known  to  be 
dead 

Of  the  ten  who  examined  the 
mummy  none  are  known  to  be  dead. 

Of  the  twenty- two  who  saw  the 
sarcophagus  opened  only  two  are 
dead. 

All  this  despite  the  fact  that  the 
excavations  took  place  years  ago 
and  that  of  the  men  who  took  part 
in  them,  some  were  well-advanced 
in  years  and  some  were  never  in 
robust  health.

highest  point  in  forty  years,  records 
at  the  Municipal  Hall  show.  Mari- 
gold Road  was  submerged  a  depth 
of  over  three  feet,  and  where  fences 
cross  the  area,  the  water  reached 
to  the  top  of  the  fence  posts.  Ele- 
vated walks  were  constructed  to 
permit  crossing  the  newly-formed 
lake.  At  some  points  the 
spread  to  the  edge  of  roadways.  The 
engineer  reported  there  was  no  real 
damage  to  property  at  this  point. 

In  connection  with  Marigold 
Flats,  the  engineer  stated  that  plans 
had  been  prepared  some  twenty 
years  ago,  for  a  drainage  system 
which  would  completely  drain  the 
Flats,  but  the  cost  is  estimated  at 
around  $20,000.  It  is  considered,  at 
the  present  time,  that  the  prop- 
erty affected  by  flooding  would  not 
be  worth  reclaiming.  It  is  not 
likely  that  any  effort  will  be  made 
to  keep  the  area  free  of  water,  at 
least  not  until  property  values  in- 
crease in  that  section  of  the  munic- 
ipality.

A  famous  woman  novelist  recently 
told  me  that  over  In  Sweden  there 
are  no  such  things  as  cosmetics 
shops.  In  that  land,  the  Utile 
damsel  who  wishes  to  procurt 
make-up  must  go  to  her  local 
paint  store,  to  the  same  shop  in 
which  she  procures  her  household 
paints,  varnishes  and  polishes  And 
Swedish  women,  on  the  whole,  art 
all  pretty  much  In  the  dark  about 
the  use  of  make-ups. 

In  this  country,  of  course,  cos- 
metics are  employed  by  women  of 
all  agek  and  positions.  But  even 
over  here,  there  seem  to  be  some 
women  who  are  pretty  much  in  the 
dark  about  the  uses  of  make-up. 
I  They  forget  that  make-up  Is  ex- 
ported to  appear  as  natural  as 
Nature 'a  own  coloring.  They  use 
their  cosmetics  over -lavishly.  And 
as  a  consecrtience,  their  make  up 
appears  garish  and  artificial. 

I  think  that  one  of  the  main 
j  reasons  why  so  many  womena 
'make-up  lacks  subtlety  and  artistry 
Is  because  of  the  artificial  lighting 
i  by  which  most  of  them  apply  their 
:  cosmetics.  So  few  damsels  ever 
pay  much  attention  to  the  lighting 
arrangementa  when  making  up 
their  faces.  And  as  a  result,  their 
mftk<-np  can  never  bear  close 
scrutiny. 

Actreses,  whore  stock  In  trade  Is 
beauty,  almost  always  apply  their 
cosmetics  under  the  most  brilliant 
of  light*  They  realize  that  a  dim 
light  is  extremely  deceptive  and 
flattering,  as  it  softens  and 
down  the  crudest  and  most 
of  make-up.  And  so  they  avoid 
dim  lights. 

For  daytime  mske-up,  your  mir- 
ror should  be  placed  between  two 
consecutive  windows.  If  possible,  so 
that  the  clear  light  of  day  falls 
full  upon  your  face.  At  all  events, 
no  matter  how  you  contrive  it.  be 
sure  to  take  a  good  look  at 
face  in  the  betraying  aru 
lng  daylight  before  you  venture  out 
of  doors. 

When  applying  make-up  for  eve- 
ning wear,  you  should  be  directly 
beneath  the  clear,  revealing  light 
of  a  strong  electric  bulb.  The  beat 
arrangement  Is  to  hart  the  light 
directly  over  your  mirror.  And 
take  care  that  the  light  falls  evenly 
on  both  sides  of  your  fa©»,  else  you 
may  tend  to  apply  your  co*rrvllc« 
more  generously  to  the  shadowed 
part  of  your  face  than  to  the  w«U-

It  wa«  four  hundred  years  ago 
that  the  English  Church  made  Its 
final  break  with  Rome.  On  No- 
vember a,  IBM,  Parliament  passed 
th<-  Act  of  Bupri-macv,  which  de- 
clared Henry  VIII  "the  Protector 
an. I    Hiiprniic    II. su!  of   I  Mr   CI  1.IM  II 

and  Clergy   of  England, 
was   added,  at   the   suggestion  of 
ArchbLshop  Warham,  "as  far  as  Is 
permitted  by  the  law  of  Christ." 

One  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago 
the  Methodist  movement  broke 
away  from  the  Church  of  EnRland 
In  1784  John  Wesley  drew  up  his 
"Derd  of  Declaration,"  a  document 
which  not  only  gave  the  Methodist 
preachers  a  legal  constitution,  but 
also  conferred  on  them  the  power 
of  ordaining  ministers.  Thus  sep- 
aration was  made  final,  for,  as 
someone  has  said,  "ordination  is 
separation."  In  that  year  also 
Wesley  consecrated  Dr.  Francis 
Coke  and  Francis  Asbury  and  sent 
them  to  America  with  the  name  of 
superintendents,  but  with  the  power 
to  act  as  bishops. 

The  same  year  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  America  ac- 
cepted Wesley's  abridged  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  and  his  twenty-five 
articles  of  religion  as  a  standard 
for  Its  doctrines.  Thus  world  Meth- 


odism was  definitely  launched  on  Its 
remarkable  career  of  expansion. 
Today  the  eighteenth  century  off- 
spring of  Anglicanism,  unwelcome 
because  of  Its  religious  boisterous- 
ness.  has  grown  to  be  several  times 
bigger  than  its  more  proper  parent. 
PIONEERS  OF  THE  DAWN 
Two  master  missionaries,  pioneers 
in  the  dawn  of  modern  foreign  mis- 
sions, and  an  Englishman  who 
originated  a  new  sect,  passed  away 
one  hundred  years  ago.  William 
Carey  hung  a  map  of  the  world  in 
his  cobblers  shop,  thought  and 
prayed  as  he  cobbled,  stirred  his 
fellow  Baptists  In  England  to  world 
interest  and  became  an  Oriental 
scholar  whose  Christian  scholarship 
made  a  tremendous  Impress  on 
India. 

The  first  Scottish  missionary  was 
Robert  Morrison,  himself  also  a 
scholar,  whose  arena  was  China.  He 
labored  long  for  his  first  convert, 
the  first  of  very  many  thousands 
that  are  now  found  in  every  prov- 
ince of  the  republic.  Ifc  translated 
the  Bible  Into  Chinese  and  produced 
a  Chinese  dictionary  in  six  volumes. 
Morrison  of  China  and  Carey  of 
India  died  In  the  same  year  of  1834 

Edward  Irving,  of  Scottish  Pres- 
byterian affiliation,  attracted  from 
his  youth  by  the  mystical  and 
obscure  In  religion,  claimed  for  the 
Christian  Church  the  gifts  of 
prophecy  and  tongues  and  healing. 
Ejected  from  the  Presbytery  of  Lon

the  result  that  added  Impetus  is 
likely  to  be  given  to  the  Ideals  of 
the  congress  through  the  influence 
of  the  gTeat  preacher  and  the  great 
missionary. 

A  LOSS  AND  A  GAIN 

It  is  one  of  the  Interesting  coin- 
cidences of  history  that  in  the  year 
that  the  Church  of  Rome  lost  Eng- 
land she  gained  a  religious  order 
which,  perhaps,  more  than  any 
other  has  extended  the  power  of 
this  communion.  In  the  crypt  of 
St.  Mary's  Church  on  the  Mont- 
martre  In  Paris,  on  August  15,  1534. 
a  little  band  of  devotees  pledged 
themselves  to  vows  of  poverty  and 
chastity.  Their  leader  was  Igna- 
tius Loyola.  Though  not  fully  rec- 
ognized for  eleven  years,  the  present 
year  will  be  recognized  for  the  birth 
of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  or  Jesuits, 
the  scholastic  order  par  excellence 
of  the  Roman  Church.  It  may  be 
recalled  at  this  point  that  the  Ober- 
ammergau  Passion  Play  was  first 
performed  In  1934.  For  three  hun- 
dred years  the  villagers  of  the  little  i  of 
Bavarian  hamlet  have  kept  their 
vow  to  set  forth  the  death  of  Christ 
every  ten  years,  because  of  preserva- 
tion from  plague  in  1633. 

Apropos  of  the  recent  anniversary 
of  tho  birth  of  Robert  Burns  may  be 
recalled  the  name  of  a  Scottish 
minister  born  In  1734.  whose  ultra- 
Calvlnistlc  views  called  forth  the 
satire  of  the  bard.  In  his  po?m. 
"The  Induction."  Burns  refers  to 
Rev.  James  OUphant,  of  Kilmar- 
nock, thus:

DETROIT.  Jan.  27  (AP)  — A  mil- 
lion dollar  requiem  already  has  been 
rounded  for  the  liquor  smuggling  In- 
dustry that  flourished  here  not  so 
long  ago,  and  It's  sweet  music  to 
Uncle  Sam's  customs  Inspectors. 

Now  that  the  prohibition  era  Is 
over,  the  Inspectors  who  used  to 
spot  the  bottles  of  liquor  that  tour- 
ists returned  from  Canada  thought 
they  had  hidden,  are  willing  to  ad- 
mit that  It  wasn't  the  most  pleasant 
of  their  duties. 

Since  December  15.  when  the  en- 
actment of  Michigan's  liquor  con- 
trol law  made  it  legal  to  bring  al- 
coholic beverages  from  Canada 
through  this  port,  32.545  cases  have 
been  imported,  on  which  $914,371 
was  paid  In  duty,  and  $217,194  in 
Internal  revenue  taxes. 

NOT  ALL  OF  TRAFFIC 
That  makes  a  total  of  $1,131,565 
collected  In  Detroit  alone,  and  does 
not  include  approximately  100  cars 
of  liquor  shipped  through  here  In 
bond  for  points  west,  north,  and 
south,  nor  the  hundreds  of  odd  lots 
declared  by  tourists.

COVERINCi  HONORS  WITH 
HONORS 

There  is  an  old  rule,  which  has 
been  oltcn  reiterated  in  the  play 
of  the  hand,  that  one  should  "al- 
ways cover  an  honor  with  an 
honor "  This  principle  was  first 
used  at  the  whist  table  where  a 
player's  only  knowledge  of  the 
I  cards  in  any  hand  was  gained  from 
inferences  drawn  from  the  play.  In 
contract,  the  rule  does  not  apply 
Whether  or  not  an  honor  should 
be  covered  with  an  honor  depends 
entirely  upon  the  make-up  of  the 
players  hand,  the  cards  in  sight, 
and  the  inferences  he  is  able  to 
draw  as  to  the  location  of  other 
cards  in  the  suit.   For  example:

Declarer 

Assume  that  from  the  North  hand 
the  queen  Is  led.  If  East  plays  low, 
the  queen  will  hold  the  trick.  The 
elglit  is  then  led  from  dummy,  the 
knave  finessed,  and  declarers  ace 
then  drops  both  East's  king  and 
West's  ten,  making  all  tricks  in  the 
suit.  This  result  Is  entirely  due  to 
East's  failure  to  cover  an  honor 
with  an  honor.  Had  the  king  been 
played  on  the  queen.  West's  ten 
wouid  then  have  proved  an  effectual 
stopper  on  the  third  round  In  this 
instance,  failure  to  cover  the  honor 
lead  is  a  bad  play  East  can  see 
that  unless  Tils  partner  holds  at 
least  the  ten  of  the  suit,  no  trtcks 
can  possibly  be  won  by  the  defend- 
ing side,  and  that  even  though  his 
partner  does  hold  the  ten.  no  tricks 
can  be  won  in  the  suit  If  he  falls 
to  cover  the  queen  with  the  king, 
and  the  declarer  holds  both  the  ace 
and  kn»ve. 

The  reader  will  note  that  If  the 
declarer  leads  the  nine  or  eight 
from  dummy,  then  East  should  play 
a  low  card,  playing  the  king  only 
when  the  queen  Is  led  from  dummy

The  key  to  good  passing  Is  tim- 
ing: That  is,  throwing  the  ball  at 
the  right  speed  at  the  right  time. 
Since  most  pass  receivers  ought  to 
be  in  motion  when  they  catch  the 
ball,  the  paarer  must  always  take 
this  movement  into  consideration. 
,The  index  to  the  speed  and  time- 
releare  of  the  pass  is  the  speed  and 
direction  in  which  the  prospective 
receiver  is  going. 

Take  the  case  of  the  two-hand 
underhand  pa.«s.

rules?  And  if  so.  should  not  the 
picture  of  such  spot  be  either  con- 
sciously or  unconsciously  in  the 
mind  during  the  swing? 

"And  if  this  picture  be  driven  out 
by  other  thoughts  will  not  the  re- 
sulting shot  be  inaccurate? 

"For  Instance,  if  we  consciously 
try  to  direct  the  motions  in  the 
swing  or  any  of  the  bodily  actions 
when  making  It,  will  we  not  be  de- 
feating the  object  which  we  are  try- 
ing to  attain  by  thus  making  the 
act  of  swtngtnn  our  special  purpose 
Instead  of  that  of  where  the  ball 
should  go? 

"The  great  difficulty,  and  what  I 
should  very  much  like  to  know  is. 
how  to  keep  that  picture  In  the 
mind?" 

I  appreciate  the  friendly  tone  of 
this  letter,  but  I  am  afraid  that  the 
writer  of  It  has  not  set  out  upon 
exactly  the  right  road  to  better  golf. 
It  la  true  that  a  person  can  do  too 
much  theorizing  and  too  much  ex- 
perimenting with  his  swing,  con- 
fusing his  brain  and  muscles  with  a 
lot  of  "tips"  and  so-called  technical 


advice  that  do  more  to  harm  his 
game  than  to  help  it.  But.  alter  all. 
in  golf  the  swing  is  the  thing,  and 
for  him  who  hopes  to  improve  his 
play  some  concern  with  the  essen- 
tial movements  of  the  correct 
method  Is  absolutely  necessary. 

It  Is  difficult  to  assign  any  defi- 
nite degree  of  Importance  to  the 
operation  of  the  player's  Imagina- 
tion which  enables  him  to  visuallee 
the  shot  to  be  played  before  he  haa 
even  drawn  a  club  from  his  big  It 
is  difficult,  too,  to  say  how  complete 
the  picture  should  be.  A  golfer  of 
long  experience,  taking  one  look  at 
I  the  flag.  Instinctively  knows  with 
what  club  or  clubs  he  can  make  the 
distance.  A  further  consideration 
of  wind,  ground  and  hazards  will 
supply  other  details.  such  as 
trajectory,  high  or  low.  and  the 
kind  of  shot— whether  straight, 
fade  or  draw.  The  necessary  pre- 
liminary to  the  playing  of  any 
stroke  Ls  to  decide  upon  the  club 
and  the  kind  of  shot  to  play.  The 
player,  In  effect,  merely  applies  an 
imaginary  result  to  the  problem 
which  he  can  see  In  order  to  decide 
how  it  will  fit. 

But  when  the  decision  has  been 
made  and  it  comes  time  to  step  up 
to  the  ball,  this  picture  of  grass  and 
flag  and  bunkers  mutt  fade  into  the 
dLstance^ — not  entirely,  to  be  aure. 
but  far  enough  so  that  the  atten- 
tion can  be  focussed  mainly  upon 
swinging  the  club.  The  strength  of 
the  blow-how  hard  to  hit— la 
determined  almost  wholly  by  In- 
stinct. The  picture  in  the  bark  of 
the  head  ls  the  guide  for  this,  as 
well  as  for  the  nicety  of  club-face 
alignment  needed  to  propel  the  ball 
exactly  for  the  flag.  But  beyond 
this,  complete  concentration  must 
be  upon  the  swing. 

Even  the  most  expert  player  finds 
only  very  rarely  that  he  can  trust 
his  swing  entirely  to  habit  and  in- 
stinct. At  all  other  times  there  are 
certain  things  which  he  must  watch, 
body-turn,  hip-shift,  wrist-cock,  or 
what  not.  For  him  there  is  no 
magic  in  the  loveliest  picture  of 
what  ought  to  be  the  result  of  his 
stroke.  He  knows  that  In  order  to 
produce  thLs  pleasing  result  he  must 
swing  his  club  correctly,  and  that 
Is  the  Job  to  which  hLs  Immediate 
attention  will  be  directed. 

The  writer  of  this  letter  no  doubt 
has  been  led  to  adopt  his  views  be- 
cause he  has  had  little  success  try- 
ing to  follow  technical  advice.  But 
this  does  not  mean  that  his  advlco 
has  been  bad.  or  that  he  should 
abandon  all  attempts  to  alter  hLs 
swing.  It  ls  not  easy  to  change 
habits  overnight,  nor  to  profit  Im- 
mediately from  instruction  even 
when  it  ls  sound.  But  a  real  effort 
to  learn  to  swing  correctly,  If  wisely 
directed,  ls  bound  to  work  some 
Improvement.

miles  distant,  in  three  hours. 

In  his  address,  Mr  Sturrock 
sketched  something  of  the  railroad's 
past,  represented  by  the  old  loco- 
motive model,  stressed  the  craze  for 
speed  of  the  present  generation,  and 
touched  on  the  future,  which  he 
said  would  be  Just  what  the  youth 
of  today  made  it.  He  explained  the 
fundamentals  of  the  model  steam 
locomotive  and  outlined  the  func- 
tions of  each  particular  part,  and 
contracted  it  with  the  pr«tjr"nt-d*y 
locomotive  power,  speed  and  fuel 
consumption. 

TRENDS  AND  DESIGNS 

The  trends  and  designs  for  future 
motive  power  on  wheels  were 
sketched.  In  which  stream-lined 
trains  of  light  weight  and  high 
speed  are  to  be  featured.  Efforts 
to  Increase  steam  pressures  in  order 
to  gain  fuel  economies  and  apeed  at 
the  same  time  were  illustrated.  In 
this  connection,  the  "Orders  of  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for 
Canada  for  the  Safe  Operation  of

PARIS.  Jan  27  (UP). -Belgium  Is 
following  France,  and.  mindful  of 
the  Invasion  of  1914,  soon  will  rest 
more  securely  behind  a  formidable 
wall  of  concrete  and  steel  facing 
Germany. 

Agitation  has  been  continuous  in 
Belgium  for  modern  fortresses, 
similar  to  the  almost  Impassable 
chain  that  now  protects  France, 
and  a  definite  plan  has  been  ac- 
cepted, which  is  considered  the 
most  impregnable  in  Europe. 

Inasmuch  as  the  defences  of  both 
Prance  and  Belgium  are  almost  ln- 
terpendent.  in  the  event  of  Inva- 
sion from  Germany,  accords  were 
discussed  between  the  two  coun- 
tries since  the  termination  of  the 
last  war 

i>!  I1NI1VI  PACT 

In  1921.  Prance  signed  with  Bel- 
gium a  military  defensive  pact,  »nd 
the  various  treaties  and  agreements 
concluded  since  never  have  affected 
the  validity  of  this  original  pact. 

Although  a  defensive  accord  had 
been  drawn  up  between  Prance  and 
Belgium,  it  wis  not  until  1930  that 
defence  plans  took  shape.  Then  the 
general  staff  found  Itself  facing 
two  separate  plans. 

The  first  plan  was  that  of  Gen- 
eral Gallet.  and  bore  his  name 
Gallets  plan  was  In  case  of  war  al- 
most Immediately  to  evacuate  the 
three  Walloon  provinces  ncax  Uve 
German  frontier  and  retire  sys- 
tematically to  Plunders.

Letter  Reaches  Saskatche- 
wan Minister  After  Jour- 
ney Through  Arctic 

REGINA.  Jan.  27.  (CP).  —  After 
nearly  a  year  of  travel,  part  of 
which  was  over  the  froren  trails  of 
the  Yukon  and  Alaska,  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  Hon.  J  A  Merkley.  Min- 
ister of  Railways,  has  reached  its 
destination. 

The  letter,  from  Constable  W  T 
Irvine,  formerly  of  Rouleau.  8ask.. 
and  who  has  been  stationed  In  the 
Yukon  for  the  past  two  years,  is 
dated  January  24.  1933,  and  extends 
to  the  Minister  the  "compliments  of 
the  season." 

Since  the  letter  was  posted  "on  the 
trail  between  Copper  Centre,  Alaska, 
and  Chicago.  Illinois."  it  has  trav- 
eled by  dog  team  over  the  wastes  of 
Alaska  and  the  Yukon,  through 
British  Columbia  and  the  United' 
States  to  Chicago.  It  was  posted  at 
Washington. 

The  envelope  bears  the  Inscrip- 
tion: "Carried  by  •Slim'  Williams,  of 
Alaska,  trail  blazer  for  the  Interna- 
tional Highway.  Alaska,  Yukon. 
B.C. -U.S.A.,  signature  of  carrier,  C. 
C  Williams.  Washington,  D.C  .  Oen- 
eral  Delivery,  Personal."  It  was 
post  marked  Washington,  January  3

Albert  Canal,  east  of  Liege,  which 
today  is  the  most  formidable  block 
against  any  movement  of  troops 
from  the  east.  Minister  Deveza 
created  a  defence  committee,  and  it 
worked  out  the  project  for  a  ring  of 
concrete  and  steel,  which  would  not 
only  would  block  the  path  of  on- 
coming Oermany  to  Belgium,  but; 
would  check  the  Invasion  of  Prance 
vU  Belgium,  thereby  winning  warm- 
est support  from  France. 

The  Defence  Minister  Devezn 
also  started  the  fortification  of  the 
Plateau  of  Herve.  which  serves 
many  railroads  and  acts  as  a  cor- 
ridor for  passage  into  Belgium  from 
Cologne  and  Aix-la-Chapelle.

ADVANCE  IN 
INDICES  IS 
CONTINUING 

Steady  Improvement  in 
Business  Revealed  in 
Official  Fujures 

OTTAWA.  Jan.  27  (CPi.  -Extend- 
ing the  advance  of  the  early  weeks 
.of  January,   the   weekly   index  of 
I  economic  conditions  maintained  by 

the  Dominion  Bureau  of  8taU-sUw> 
showed  a  further  increase  of  more 
than  4  per  cent  In  the  week  of 
January  20.  Each  of  the  t>ix  com- 
ponents recorded  gains  over  the  pre- 
ceding week  exoerpt  bank  clearings, 
which  dropped  off  3.1  per  cent.  The 
|  gain  in  the  index  of  common  stock 
prices  was  practically  2  per  cent,  a 
sharp  Increase  being  recorded  in 
speculative  trading. 

Wholesale  prices,  determined  from 
a  study  of  thirty  speculative  com- 
modities, averaged  slightly  higher. 
The  index  of  Dominion  Government 
bonds  was  1084,  compared  with 
108  1  in  the  preceding  week.  Car 
loadings  made  an  excellent  *showinn 
following  up  the  gains  of  the  first 
week  of  the  year.  The  increase  over 
the  Dominion  total  of  the  preceding 
week  was  7,027  cars.  The  economic 
Index  was  93.2  in  the  week  ended 
January  20.  compared  with  89  5  in 
the  week  of  January  13. 

MARKED  RECOVERY 

The  comparison  with  the  week  of 
last  year  reflects  the  marked  econ- 
omic recovery  in  the  last  twelve 
months.  The  Index  of  economic 
conditions  was  93.2  in  the  week  of 
January  20.  compared  with  71.3  in 
the  same  week  of  last  year,  a  gain 
of  30.7  per  cent.  The  index  of  bond 
prices  based  on  four  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment refunding  bonds  moved  up 
from  105  6  to  108  4.  Bank  clearings, 
reflecting  increased  financial  trans- 
actions in  business  and  speculation, 
recorded  a  gain  of  19.8  per  cent,  the 
Index  being  78.4,  compared  with  63  8 

Financial  transfers  in  the  form  of 
bank  debits  in  the  thirty-two  clear- 
ing centres  of  Canada  were  $29,- 
981,000.000  in  1933.  compared  with 
*25.844.000.000  in  the  preceding  year. 
Consequently  the  gain  was  $.4,137,- 
000.000,  or  16  per  cent. 

MINING  INDUSTRY 

Owing  mainly  to  favorable  devel- 
opments in  gold,  asbestos  and  coal, 
the  mineral  production  index  moved 
up  in  December  at  102.2.  compared 
with  99.2  in  the  preceding  month. 
Gold  shipments  were  246,900  ounces, 
compared  with  229,200. 

Exports  of  copper  were  21.332.000 
Dounds.  compared  with  23.984,000  in 
November.  Nickel  exports  were 
6.424.800  pounds,  compared  with 
8.581.000  in  the  preceding  month. 
Lead  production  was  19,884.000 
pounds  compared  with  25,156.600. 
Zinc  exports  also  showed  contrac- 
tion in  tb?  last  month  of  the  year. 

Manufacturing  operations  showed 
a  seasonably  adjusted  gain  over  No- 
vember, the  index  being  886,  com- 
pared with  862. 

FOODSTUFFS  INDICES 

The  industries  engaged  in  the 
production  of  foodstuffs  were  more 
active  in  December;  the  sub-index 
for  this  group  advancing  from  90  8 
to  97.4.  The  flour  industry  made 
a  better  showing,  the  output  of 
wheat  flour  being  1.827.000  barrels 
in  the  latest  month  for  which  statis- 
tics are  available. 

The  decline  of  canned  salmon  ex- 
ports was  lerji  than  normal  for  the 
season  The  release  of  cigarettes 
was  $355,920,000.  a  slight  gain  being 
shown  after  the  usual  adjustment. 

The  composite  for  the  lumber  and 
paper  industries  showed  a  gain  from 
87.2  to  88  4.  The  Index  of  lumber 
exports  moved  up  from  51.8  to  63.2. 
the  decline  in  original  data  being 
decidedly  less  than  normal  for  the

CAUSES   OF  CONSTIPATION

M  going  to  propose  myself  for  membership 
In  the  association  of  the  good  ship  Ther- 


and  swap  experiences,  for  I've  had  my  ad- 
ventures on  the  rolling  deep.  In  fact  I've 
been  everything  from  third  assistant  cook  to 
fractional  master  on  this  Coast.  I've  scrubbed 
decks,  worked  In  the  engine  room,  given  one 
heave  and  two  ho-es  to  the  anchor  windlass, 
been  crew  of  the  captain's  gig  and  tumbled 
down  a  companlonway— and  If  that  doesn't 
qualify  me  for  a  place  aboard  the  Thermopolae. 
there  are  other  things  that  could  be  mentioned 
—and  some  that  could  only  be  divulged  In 
private. 

Admiral  Byrd,  Lincoln  Ellsworth  and  those 
other  searchers  for  scientific  facts  have  been 
getting  a  great  deal  of  publicity  over  their 
voyages.  They  radio  dally  reports  to  an  ex- 
pectant world.  I've  had  to  wait  until  now  to 
divulge  the  tale  of  one  of  the  greatest  scientific 
expeditions  ever  undertaken  along  the  serried 
coastline  of  British  Columbia.  I  was  the 
scientist— for  the  first  day— then  I  became  as- 
sistant to  the  cook,  and  all  because  I  renlged 
at  auction.

others  of  that  ilk  are  only  crude 


Like  King  Charles'  Head 

T  REALLY  didn't  Intend  to  mention  bridge. 
1  either  social  or  nautical,  but  it  Just  crept 
In.  as  In  contemplating  the  Incidents  of  my 
career  as  a  sailorman  the  subject  bothers  me 
In  the  same  way  that  King  Charles'  head 
bothered  poor  Mr  Dick  in  David  Copperfleld  ." 
Well,  yes,  perhaps  Its  because  Dick  and  I  are 
of  a  similar  type— the  Olkuml.  at  least, 
broadly  hinted  that  such  was  the  case,  and  as 
Olkuml  was  the  skipper.  I  supposed  he  must 
know  what  he  was  talking  about  I  was  a  bit 
annoyed  at  first,  end  asked  him  In  a  chilly 
but  polite  tone  If  he  was  personally  acquainted 
with  Mr.  Dick.    He  replied,  with  that  direct- 


ness  that  characterises  him,  "No.  but  I  know 
you."  In  the  face  of  such  logic,  what  could 
I  aay? 

Anyway,  apart  from  my  social  bridge  delin- 
quencies, the  Olkuml  and  I  got  along  splen- 
didly, and  are  fast  friends  today,  now  that  we 
have  retired  from  the  sea. 

Three  of  U3  Joined  the  Otkuml's  crew  at  the 
same  time.  There  was  Dudley,  soft  voiced, 
logical  and  diplomatic,  and  8teve,  excitable, 
enthusiastic  and  a  linguist  possessed  of  a 
knowledge  of  seventeen  tongues,  but  Ignorant 
of  the  one  essential  along  British  Columbia's 
coastline— Chinook. 

We  Joined  the  ship  at  Alert  Bay,  and  as  I 
had  been  on  a  former  cruise  and  was  there- 
fore experienced— at  least  more  so— in  matters 
marine,  I  was  appointed  first,  second  and 
third  mate.

I  fastened  the  port,  and  went  aft  to  Inform 
8teve  and  Dudley,  who  were  hanging  on  to 
the  settees  In  the  main  saloon  that,  as  mate, 
I  had  arranged  for  them  to  sleep  In  the 
foc's'l  that  night.  They  were  both  In  a 
tractable  mood,  and  Steve  gently  murmured 
that  he  might  as  well  die  there  as  any  place. 
Later  both  were  ungrateful  enough  to  show  a 
lack  of  appreciation  of  mjr  efforts  on  behalf 
of  their  comfort 

I  returned  to  the  pilothouse  where  the 
Olkuml  was  at  the  wheel.  As  jut  goeJ  ;:•.<  | 
mounted  a  giganuc  wave  and  poised  for  a 
second  before  plunging  down  to  bury  her  nose 


In  the  trough,  he  turned  to  me.  I  thought  he 
was  about  to  announce  that  all  was  lost.  In- 
stead he  shouted  In  my  ear,  as  I  clung  to  the 
chart  table:  "Do  you  play  bridge?" 

My  mind  was  functioning  on  marine  matters 
only.  "What  was  that,  sir?" 

"Do  you  play  bridge?" 

"You  d  better  take  It  while  we  re  in  danger." 
I  answered. 

"What  was  that  you  said?"  he  demanded  as 
the  boat  shuddered  and  started  to  climb  up 
the  next  mountain  of  water.

I  went  and  questioned  them  They  said  they 
did.  If  I  had  asked  them  at  that  particular 
moment  If  they  played  the  harp  they  would 
have  replied  In  the  affirmative 

I  duly  reported  that  they  were  both  ex- 
perts at  the  game,  and  the  Oikunii  smiled 
happily,  and  swung  the  wheel  over  so  that 
we  took  the  seas  three-quarter  on.  a  proceed-

It  was  getting  dark  when  we  cleared  the 
entrance  and  dropped  anchor  In  sheltered 
water  off  Fort  Rupert,  once  the  centre  of 
the  fur  trade  and  cultural  headquarters  of  the 
fierce  KwakiuU  Indiana.

I  reached  for  a  pair  of  gum  boots  hanging 
from  a  hook.  The  skipper  looked  at  me.

I  sat  down  where  he  directed  and  looked  at 
him  In  a  daze.  "Just  a  couple  of  rubbers  of 
bridge."  he  said  slowly,  distinctly  and.

The 
1  three-ln-one  mate  aboard  that  vessel  was 
privileged  to  row  the  skipper  when  we  made 
port.  Now  there  were  two  deck  boats:  one,  a 
bright,  light  dinghy,  and  the  other  a  heavy, 
flat-bottomed  contrivance,  and  the 
had  the  dinghy  for  his  private  gig. 

We  breakfasted  on  my  cooking.  The  hard- 
boUed  eggs  were  eatable,  but  I  learned  that 
too  much  salt  does  not  improve  porridge  and 
there  la  an  art— that  I  had  riot  acquired— of 
browning  toast.  Anyway,  we  breakfasted, 
though  later  I  found  the  officers  of  the  ship 
eating  bananas. 

I  was  aU  for  going  ashore  for  scientific  re- 
search Immediately,  but  the  dishes  had  to  be 
washed.  As  Steve  and  I  undertook  the  task 
we  heard  the  dinghy  being  lowered  over  the 
side. 

Did  you  ever  try  washing  dishes  In  a  hurry 
in  a  tiny  galley?  Well,  don't.  The  more 
haste  you  make  the  less  speed  you  attain,  and 
the  more  trouble  you'll  have  later.  Steve  and 
I  discovered  such  to  be  the  case.  For  Instance. 
I  could  not  see  the  sense  of  walking  up  on 
deck  to  empty  the  coffee  pot  Into  the  sea,  so 
held  It  out  of  the  galley  port  and  shook  the 
grounds  out.  That  afternoon  I  had  to  swab 
those  cursed  coffee  grains  oft  the  aide  of  the 
boat  with  a  long-handled  brush.  Steve  dis- 
covered to  his  sorrow  that  the  convenient  little 
hatchway  he  found  In  a  corner  of  the  galloy 
was  really  not  for  depositing  the  sweepings 
lrom  the  floor,  but  was  there  to  permit  oiling 
or  Inspecting,  or  doing  something  or  other,  to 
the  propellor  shaft. 

Two  Pulls  and  One  Puff 

WE  finished  our  work,  to  our  satisfaction 
anyway,  and  then,  with  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty and  the  aid  of  a  block  and  tackle  we 
rigged  up,  we  managed  to  get  the  flat -bottomed 
tub  over  the  side  and  Into  the  water,  and 
pulled  ashore.  Pulled  is  a  good  word,  for  It 
took  two  pulls  to  get  that  boat  a  foot  ahead, 
and  then  three  with  the  right  oar  to  get  It 
headed  In  the  general  direction  we  wanted  to 
go.  and  one  with  the  left  to  keep  It  from  turn- 
ing too  far  the  other  way.  We  found  out  later 
that  oars  have  to  be  of  equal  length.  Be  that 
as  it  may,  we  finally  got  ashore,  to  find  out 
that  the  Olkuml-whlch,  by  the  way.  means 
chief,  or  skipper— and  Dudley  were  about 
ready  to  go  back  to  the  boat,  and  R  lacked 
only  a  few  minutes  to  the  luncheon  hour. 

I  didn't  make  any  Important  scientific  dis- 
coveries at  Port  Rupert,  although  I  did  leam 
a  little  about  the  old  tune  glory  of  that  once 
model  fort.  Only  a  stone  chimney  of  one  of 
the  main  habitation*  and  an  old  shed  remain 
to  tell  of  the  days  when  It  was  an  outpost  of 
whitetnan  a  clvllUaUon.  Sudden  opportunity 
came  to  me  also  to  examine  an  ancient  petro- 
glyph.  or  Indian  rock  carving,  on  the  beach 
I  say  suddenly,  for  I  was  walking  down  the 
stony  beach  towards  our  batteaux  and  had 
/.tepped  on  a  long.  wet.  sloping  rock  outcrop- 
my  feet  took  the  notion  to 


themselves.  As  I  assumed  a  sitting  posture 
on,tha  hard  surface,  and  felt  to  ae«  if  any 
bones  were  broken,  I  looked  down  to  sea  a 
hideous  engraved  monster  grinning  up  at  me 
"rom  the  stone. 

The  monster  was  not  wearing  the  only  grin 
In  the  vicinity,  and  Steve's  developed  Into  a 
loud  guffaw.  Even  the  Indian  curs  that  prowl 
and  growl  around  every  stranger  seemed  to 
find  some  wlerd  enjoyment  out  of  my 
decision  to  examine  that  petroglyph. 

Field  for  Research 

1~T  was  whUe  we  were  rowing  back  to  the 
boat  In  company,  that  the  Olkuml's  keen 
eyes  detected  the  coffee  grounds.  Well,  per- 
haps that's  a  little  too  complimentary  to  hl« 
eyesight.  Even  I,  with  only  half  a  glance, 
could  see  from  a  considerable  distance  a  dark 
brown  stain  extending  from  the  galley  port- 
hole to  the  waterllne.  it's  no  part  of  this 
chronicle  to  report  how  the  Olkuml  proved 
himself,  right  then  and  there,  to  be  a  master 
of  sarcasm— and  besides  the  stains  were  all 
removed  that  very  afternoon.  I  do  want  to  say, 
however,  that  there  Is  a  wonderful  field  for 
research  experts  in  determining  why  coffee 
has  such  an  affectionate  regard  for  marine 
paint. 

Luncheon  passed  off  without  unpleasantness. 
♦  It  was  not  until  two  days  later  that  Steve's 
dustbin  In  the  galley  was  discovered.)  Dudley 
offered  to  wash  the  dishes,  while  I  scrubbed 
the  port  side  of  the  ship.  When  It  was  com- 
pleted, the  Olkuml  gave  orders  to 
and  away  to  Port  Hardy.

Heaving  and  Ho-ing 

UR  capstan  was  of  the  windlass  type.  I 
started  off  In  what  I  believed  to  be  real, 
true,  nautical  style,  with  "Heave,  ho."  I  gave 
one  heave,  and  two  "ho-es."  Then  I  was  out 
of  breath.  I  believe  Dudley  got  as  far  as  four 
'  ho-es."  but  thon  he's  a  stout  fellow  and  a  de- 
termined wretch.  When,  however,  after  what 
seemed  to  be  hours  of  winding  on  that  winch 
I  straightened  up—or  at  least,  tried  to— I 
found  It  easy  to  commence  "oh-lng."  Even 
Dudley,  who  made  four  escapes  from  Oerman 
prison  camps,  later  admitted  cautiously  that 
there  was  one  form  of  tortuous  work  that  the 
Huns  had  neglected  to  make  him  do. 

Port  Hardy  Is  a  small,  ambitious  place,  once 
the  scene  of  two  or  three  townslU  booms.

Most  Deadly  Poisons 


DEATH  by  snake-bite  Is  so  sudden  and  so 
dramatic  that  the  subject  has  long  ex- 
cited the  deep  Interest  everywhere  among 
mankind. 

Lieut.-Colonel  R.  H.  Elliot.  DSc..  late  of  the 
Indian  Medical  Service,  writing  In  Blackwood's 
Magazine.  Edinburgh,  says:   There  are  three 
great  classes  of  reptiles.    These  are: 
L  The  fangless  snakes,  which  do  not  inflict 


sore  from  the  twist  and  pull  of  conflicting     poisonous  bites  and  which  have  no  aPParatu* 

for  the  purpose.  All  their  teeth  are  solid,  and 
their  bites,  even  though  not  poisonous,  can  be 
very  painful  Indeed 

2.  The  back-fanged  snakes,  which  have 
solid  teeth  In  front,  but  hollowed  fangs  con- 
nected with  poison  glands  behind. 

3.  The  front-fanged  snakes  Nfel  the  cobra, 
the  mamba  and  the  vipers.  These  have  the 
poison  fangs  at  the  very  front  of  the  Jaw,  and 
when  they  strike  they  Immediately  inject  into 
their  prey  the  deadly  fluid  from  their  venom 
glands. 

When  I  first  went  to  India,  my  interest  was 
aroused  by  an  order  that  we  were  to  give  full 
trial  to  the  injection  of  strychnine  as  a  rem- 
edy for  snake-bite.  This  method  was  in- 
vented by  an  Australian  doctor  but  was  re-

By  custom  was  to  chloroform  each  snake  In 
the  tin  canister  Into  which  it  was  put  as  soon 
as  It  was  delivered  to  me.  then  lift  it  out  with 
a  long,  strong  pair  of  forceps,  to  lay  It  on  Its 
back  and  fix  it  on  a  board  with  a  nail  through 
Its  palate.  There  was  no  cruelty  In  this,  for 
the  animal  was  under  anaesthetic  and  never 
came  to.  It  was  stone  dead  before  I  had  time 
to  run  its  blood  off  for  the  serum  and  remove 
poison  glands  and  gall  bladder.  But  all  this 
gave  me  an  opportunity  of  observing  that 
when  one  tickled  the  roof  of  a  snake  s  mouth, 
the  fangs  were  reflexly  erected  and  then  fell 
back  again  into  place.  Subsequent  experi- 
ments on  live  cobras  and  on  a  hamadryad 
have  confirmed  my  view.  I  make  bold  to  say 
that  If  all  snakes  with  front  fangs  did  not  get 
them  out  of  the  way  when  not  in  use,  they 
would  have  them  broken  off  every  time  they 
attempted  to  swallow  a  big  prey. 

Remedy  for  Snake-Bite 

THE  only  reliable  remedy  for  snake-bite  is 
by  means  of  antivencneas,  which  consists 
of  the  serum  of  an  immunized  animal  (a

in  the  East.  However,  the  inventor  had  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  Queen  Victor!*  Interested, 
and  she  gave  directions  that  the  remedy  was 
to  be  tried. 

Methods  Are  Different 

THE  first  work  I  ever  did  on  snake-poison 
was  In  connection  with  tree-snakes,  which 
are  back-fanged  reptiles.  I  quickly  formed  the 
conclusion  that  they  were  non-poLsonous  and 
handled  th-m  with  absolute  fearlessness,  but 
I  have  since  learned  that  this  was  the  rash- 
ness of  Ignorance.  They  are  Just  as  deadly  as 
the  cobra  or  the  krait.  but  their  methods  are 
different.  As  they  are  back-fanged.  they  seize 
their  prev  with  their  front  teeth,  and  then 
worry  and  work  up  by  an  alternate  action  of 
both  Jaws  until  they  can  get  their  back  teeth 
in  and  inject  the  deadly  venom.  Fortunately, 
they  are  as  a  rule  pulled  off  before  they  can 
do  so.  so  that  little  or  no  venom  Is  injected. 

The  bite  of  the  front-fanged  snakes  is  a  very 
different  affair.  Any  one  of  these  animals 
must  be  touched  with  the  utmost  care. 

There  Is  a  very  great  difference  between  the 
various  species  in  their  modes  of  delivering  a 
bite.  In  vipers  the  mechanism  for  this  pur- 
pose is  brought  to  the  highest  stage  of  perfec- 
tion. If  you  look  at  a  dead  viper  or  handle  a 
living  one  carefully,  yoti  will  see  that  its  fangs 
lie  tucked  back  agalrut  the  roof  of  the  mouth, 
largely  covered  by  a  tunic  of  the  mucous 
membrane.  If  the  animal  Is  In  any  way  irri- 
tated, the  fangs  at  once  come  forward,  clear 
themselves  of  their  coat,  and  stand  erect  at 
right  angles  to  the  upper  Jaw  In  the  position 
for  delivering  a  bite. 

Position  of  Fangs 

THIS  has  long  been  freely  admitted  about 
the  viper,  but  It  was.  and.  I  believe,  la  still 
widely  taught  that  In  the  cobra  and  other 
deadly  colubrine  snakes  the  fang  Is  not  erected 
during  the  bite,  but  Is  kept  constantly  In  the 
same  semi-erect  position,  ready  for  action.  I 
have  never  agreed  with  this  view,  because  i 


nyway.  Snakes  are  not  all  of  a  dangerous 
variety,  and  their  bites  not  always  effective. 

Pythons  and  boa-constrictors  fall  Into  the 
class  of  solid-toothed  anakea  They  have  no 
poison  appartatus  and  no  fangs,  but  they  can 
Inflict  terrible  bites  with  their  very  numerous 
and  very  strong  recurved  teeth.  They  launch 
themselves  at  their  prey,  wind  their  powerful 
bodies  round  it  and  crush  it  to  pulp  in  their 
folds.  The  very  first  thing  a  python  does  is 
to  seize  Its  victim's  head  in  Its  Jaws  and  then 
throw  its  colls  round  the  animal.  The  prey 
Is  always  swallowed  starting  from  the  head 
end.  so  that  it  goes  down  In  the  direction  in 
which  the  hair  or  feathers  or  spines  lie. 

Pythons  are  very  dangerous.  Once  they 
launch  their  attack  their  speed  Is  extraordi- 
nary and  within  twenty  minutea  the  prey  Is

For  Hubert  was  a  hippopotamus. 

No  ordinary  hippopotamus,  though. 

For  did  he  not  conceive,  as  well  as  perform, 
what  is  beyond  all  doubt  the  world  s  marathon 
amble?"— an  amble  that  took  him  across  half 
of  Zululand,  across  all  of  Natal,  across  the 
whole  of  Pondoland  and  into  the  heart  of  Cape 
Province  Hubert's  was  no  mere  week-end 
Mroll.  Once  started,  he  continued  steadily  on 
the  amble  for  nearly  two  and  a  half  years,  un- 
til—but that  will  keep. 

Like  the  model  ambler  he  was,  Hubert 
ncorned  anything  remotely  resembling  that 
modern  craze,  speed.  He  maintained  a  languid 
average  of  a  mile  a  day.  Which  sensible  rate 
is  the  reverse  of  wearing,  besides  offering 
ample  scope  for  reflection  and  observation.

Holborn  Bars 

IT  P  to  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century  the 
J  City  of  London  was  practically  all  con- 
tained within  the  walls  erected  by  the 
Romans  during  their  occupation  of  Britain, 
but  in  late  Norman  days  It  extended  its  boun- 
daries westward  across  the  Fleet  River,  and 
the  old  western  entrances  to  the  city,  Lud 
Gate  and  New  Oate.  were  supplanted  by  the 
barriers  which  were  erected  across  Fleet  8treet 
and  Holborn,  known  respectively  as  Templr 
Bar  and  Holborn  Bars. 

The  barrier  In  Holborn  was  demolished  In 
1867,  but  its  existence  is  commemorated  by  a 
granite  obelisk  on  each  side  of  the  street,  and 
the  spot  is  surrounded  with  many  sites  and 
buildings  of  great  historic  and  literary  Interest 
On  the  south  side  of  Holborn  Bars  stands  one 
of  the  best  preserved  specimens  of  Elizabethan 
domestic  architecture  in  Britain,  a  row  of  pic- 
turesque half-timbered  and  gabled  houses.  In 
which  each  of  the  three  upper  stories  project 
out  over  the  one  below. 

In  the  centre  of  these  ancient  houses  to  a 
Jacobean  gateway  leading  to  the  historic 
Staple  Inn.  which  was  described  by  Charles 
Dickens  as  "one  of  those  nooks  the  turning 
into  which  from  the  clashing  street  Imparts  to 
the  relieved  pedestrian  the  sensation  of  having 
put  cotton  wool  In  his  ears  and  velvet  soles 
on  his  boots."  Staple  Inn,  which  consists  of 
an  old-world  courtyard  and  a  beautiful  sunken 
garden  surrounded  by  many  quaint  old  build- 
ings, was  originally  the  headquarters  of  the 
wool -staplers,  who  were  responsible  for  the 
collection  of  taxes  on  wool  during  the  Middle 
Ages;  but  In  the  early  part  of  the  fifteenth 
century  It  became  one  of  the  Inns  of  Chancery 
and  so  remained  until  1884.  Dr  Samuel  John- 
son lodged  for  a  time  in  8taple  Inn.  and  It  was 
there  that  he  wrote  his  most  popular  work. 
"Raaselas."  which  he  completed  In  less  than  a 
week  to  provide  the  funds  for  his  mothers 
funeral.  The  spot  must  have  also  been  weU 
known  to  Shakespeare,  who  had  to  pass 
through  the  courtyard  when  visiting  hto  friend 
and  patron,  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  whose 
London  residence  stood  at  the  back  of  the 
Inn.  It  was  the  Earl  who  advanced  the  gTeat 
dramatist  the  £1.000  with  which  he  purchased 
In  the  famous  Olobe  Theatre  at

Notable  Old  Doorway 

waa  In  Staple  Inn  that  Dickens  found  the 
old  doorway,  still  In  existence,  which  he 
described  In  "Edwin  Drood"  as  the  entrance 
to  the  chambers  of  Mr.  Owewgloust  and  he 
ventured  the  suggestion  that  the  mysterious 
initial*.  "P.J.T.."  above  the  portal  might  mean 
Perhaps  John  Thomas."  or  "Perhaps  Joe 
Tyler"  or  "Pretty  Jolly  Too." 

Adjoining  Staple  inn  Is  another  of  the  old 
Inns  of  Court— Barnard  s  Inn.  which  to  now 
by  the  school  of  the 


hundred  years  ago.  and  numbers  among  Its 
many  famous  scholars  Sir  Thomas  Ore/ham, 
the  founder  of  the  Royal  Exchange,  and  Dean 
Colet  of  Old  St.  Paul's;  while  nearby  stood 
the  school  In  which  Charles  and  Mary  Lamb 
received  their  earliest  education. 

Close  to  Holborn  Bars  stood  the  Blue  Boar 
Tavern,  whete  Cromwell's  soldiers  seized  a 
letter  which  a  messenger  of  Charles  I  was  car- 
rying from  the  ill-fated  monarch  to  the  King 
of  France,  and  the  production  of  this  epl  '  . 
at  the  trial  of  Charles  gave  abundant  proof 
of  his  intended  treachery  to  Parliament  and 
helped  to  seal  hto  fate.  The  adjacent  Old  Swan 
Distillery  occupies  the  site  of  Mr.  Langdale  s 
wine  vaults,  where,  according  to  Dickens  In 
'  Barnaby  Rudge."  Mr.  Haredalc  found  shelter 
during  the  Infamous  "No  Popery"  Riots  of 
1780.  while  to  the  south  of  Staple  Inn  Is  Took  * 
Court,  which  to  described  by  Dickens  In 
Bleak  House"  as  Cook's  Court,  the  home  of 
Mr.  Snagsby.  the  law  stationer.  In  Georgian 
days  there  were  a  number  of  private  debtors' 
prisons  known  as  "  spongelng  houses"  In  Took  s 
Court,  and  many  well-known  people  were  Im- 
prisoned there.  Including  Richard  Brlnalcy 
Sheridan,  the  brilliant  politician  and  drama- 
tist, and  John  Dickens,  the  father  of  the  great 
novelist. 

Covers  Another  Shrine 

ON  the  north  side  of  Holborn  Bars  an  Im- 
posing Oothlc  building,  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  Prudential  Assurance  Company, 
covers  the  site  of  another  famous  Dickensian 
shrine,  namely,  Furnival*  Inn.  which  was  de- 
molished *  few  years  ago.  It  was  there  that 
the  famous  author  wrote  his  immortal  "Pick- 
wick Papers."  and  where  he  took  his  youi  | 
wife  after  hto  marriage  in  1838.  It  was  to  Im 
chambers  in  Furnlval  s  Inn.  which  he  uftn  - 
wards  described  in  "David  Copperfield"  as  ths 
home  of  dear  old  Tommy  Traddlej*.  thi: 
Thackeray  once  made  a  call  to  submit  to 
Dickens  some  sketches  for  "Pickwick  Papers," 
which  the  author  deemed  unsuitable. 

It  was  in  Brooke  Street,  at  the  side  of  Fur- 
nlvals Inn.  that  Thomas  Chatterton,  the  boy- 
poet,  committed  suicide  after  destroying  all 
lito  manuscript*,  and  In  the  same  street  atanl  ♦ 
8t.  Albans  Church,  which  was  for  many 
years  the  scene  of  the  devoted  labors  of  Path,  r 
Stanton,  who  was  affectionately  referred  to  ai 
"Dad"  by  hto  poor  parishioners.  He  was  MM 
Romanist  priest  outside  the  Church  of 
and  was  a  gTeat  thorn  in  the  sides  of 
the  leaders  of  the  English  Church,  but  m 
spite  of  the  storm  rala*d  by  hto  extremely 
ritualistic  services  he  remained  in  orders  an1 
lived  to  be  offered  a  canon  s  stall  in  8t.

"Thank  Heaven,"  he  chuckles,  "now  I  can 
breathe. 

At  the  corner  of  Wentworth  Street  he  stops 
at  the  store,  where  all  kinds  of  confectionery 
is  shown.

The  mountain  la  very 
steep  and  has  two  inclined  railways,  the  cars 
being  pulled  to  the  top  of  the  mountain  with 
great  steel  cables  operated  from  an  engine 
house.  It  la  not  to  either  of  these  railways 
the  old  gentleman  is  headed  for,  however,  for 
one  ia  in  the  west  and  one  in  the  east  of 
Hamilton,  and  Orandpa  Is  going  up  a  road  be- 
tween the  two.  Presently  he  quickens  his 
pace,  and  his  rosy  face  Is  all  smiles  as  the 
shouts  and  laughter  of  boys  and  girls  come  to 
his  eara.  A  few  minutes  later  he  crosses  the 
railway  tracks,  which  aeem  to  wander  through 
the  streeta  of  Hamilton  at  their  own  sweet  will, 
and  comes  In  sight  of  the  merriest  bunch  of 
young  people  you  could  wish  to  see.

Robert  obeys,  and  settles  his  grand - 
the  pilot,  a.id  all  lie  to  the  left.  Paster  and 
faster  they  go.  Mufflers  and  waist  scarves 
are  streaming  cut  behind  them,  Grandpa's 
among  the  rest.  "Gently,"  cries  the  pilot,  and 
the  next  minute  the  sleigh  is  In  the  air.  It 
Juat  shoots  off  the  higher  side  of  the  gully,  and 
lands  with  a  swishing  thud  further  down  the 
slide.  A  shout  from  the  pilot,  "A  sleigh!"  and 
a  dozen  young  people  Just  manage  to  clear  the 
slide  for  the  rushing  bob-sleigh  in  time.

rHEN  you  were  In  school  and  could  not 
come  with  me,  I  explored  a  freighter 
at  the  Outer  Wharf.    Today  we  will  all  go 
together. 

Along  the  Dallas  Road  we  make  our  way 

against  tlie  strong  wind.  See  the  clouds  of 
smoke  and  steam  blowing  back  from  the  black 
railway  engine  over  the  cars  of  lumber.  The 
lumber  Is  pushed  alongside  the  freighters  and 
Is  lifted  by  cranes,  to  be  swung  on  board 
Orders  are  shouted  as  the  parcels  of  lumber 
are  lowered  carefully  Into  place. 

Beside  the  grain  elevator  Is  berthed  a  sturdy 
freighter  called  the  Tacoma.  You  might  think 
that  boat  belongs  to  the  United  States,  because 
she  is  named  after  a  city  In  that  country.  But 
she  comes  from  Denmark. 

Look  out  for  the  water  splashing  over  the 
dock.  Give  me  your  hand  as  you  leap  to  the 
steps,  called  a  companion-way.  which  lead  up 
the  side  of  the  boat. 

Once  up  the  ladder  we  are  surrounded  by 
lumber  plied  high.  After  climbing  up  through 
it.  we  see  how  much  of  our  timber  Is  being 
shipped  away.  In  the  bows,  amidships  and 
in  the  stern,  good  British  Columbia  timber  Is 
stacked. 

or  course  you  want  to  ask  questions,  so  we 
will  find  somebody  who  speaks  English.  Here 
is  a  boy.  about  thirteen  years  of  age.  No.  he 
does  not  understand  us,  but  he  fetches  the 
first  mate,  who  speaks  English.  The  mate, 
who  is  also  wlreles*  operator,  kindly  offers 
to  take  us  around  the  ship.  We  are  shown 
the  wireless  cabin,  very  small,  with  the  wlre- 
les* set*  fitted  neatly  against  the  wall.  The 
operator's  cabin  is  Just  as  small,  but  very  neat, 
and  Is  made  homelike  with  pictures  and  books. 
How  clean  everything  is. 

We  follow  the  mate  to  the  wheel  by  which 
the  ship  is  steered.  Only  on  Danish  ships  Is 
the  wheel  open  to  the  weather.  All  other 
ships  build  a  shelter  round  the  wheel.  We 
suppose  that  the  reason  for  this  Is  to  allow 
the  man  at  the  wheel,  the  helmsman,  to  see 
around  him  more  easily. 

The  chart  room  stands  behind  the  wheel. 
It  la  very  warm  In  here.  The  sea.  on  the 
charts  or  maps,  is  covered  with  figures  which 
show  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

Prom  Victoria  the  Tacoma  sails  to  Chc- 
mainus.  and  from  there  goes  to  San  Pranclsco 
on  her  way  to  South  Africa.  This  voyage  will 
take  over  fifty  days.  At  South  Africa  the  tim- 
ber from  British  Columbia  will  be  unloaded. 
Nor  for  more  than  a  year  will  the  Tacoma  be 
back  in  her  home  port,  Copenhagen,  Den- 
mark, and  she  has  already  been  away  a  year. 
Thoae  sailors  will  be  very  glad  to  get  home 
again. 

Our  visit  has  been  long  and  still  there  Is 
much  to  tee.  Our  guide  has  been  very  kind 
and  polite,  and  we  wish  him  a  pleasant  voy- 
age to  South  Africa,  where  it  Is  now  Summer 
time.  Over  the  timber,  down  the  companion- 
way  and.  Jump,  onto  the  dock  we  go.  Per- 
haps another  day  we  will  visit  another  ship.

Her  pen  brought  her  praise  and 
pienij.  one  gave  nerseu  a  treat,  anc,  tne 
three  children,  Maggie,  Cyril  and  Cecoo,  went, 
with  a  merry  party  of  friends  for  a  holiday  in 
Italy.  The  eldest  child,  Margaret,  eleven  years 
old.  took  sick  and  died  very  suddenly.  Two 
were  left  and,  grief -stricken  as  she  was.  the 
mother  must  think  of  them.  Then  a  useless 
brother  who  had  failed  in  business  threw  him- 
self and  his  four  children  on  her  charity.  It 
was  not  in  Mrs.  Oliphant*  heart  to  refuse  aid.

burning  as  a  growth  stimulant  is 
upon  the  fact  that  over  90  per  cent  of 
the  substance  of  dry  matter  formed  by  growing 
plants  comes  from  the  carbon  dioxide  gas  in 
the  atmosphere  when  water  i*  not  taken  Into 
consideration,  and  there  la  only  three  parts  of 
carbon  dioxide  in  every  10,000  parta  of  air. 
Unquestionable  proof  has  been  obtained  that 
planU  grow  more  rapidly  if  during  the  day- 
light period  the  atmosphere  concentration  of 
tins  gas  Is  increased.  An  increase  of  this  gaA 
at  night  is  of  no  value,  for  only  in  the  presence 
of  light  is  carbon  dioxide  absorbed  by  green 
foliage. 

Other  Methods  Tried 

MANY  attempts  have  been  made  to  increase 
the  growth  rate  of  field  plant*  by  con- 
ducting carbon  dioxide  from  Industrial  plants 
to  fields  in  pipes.  Largely  because  of  the 
cost  and  the  fact  that  air  currents  rapidly  re- 
duce the  gas  concentration,  the  practice  of 
fertilising  fields  with  carbon  dioxide  ha*  not 
proved  economically  sound.  However,  the 
practice  of  increasing  the  carbon  dioxide  con- 
lent  of  the  air  in  greenhouses  during  the  day 

often  the  cheapest  way  to  effect  an  increase 
Is  to  burn  charcoal. 

The  practice  is  not  foolproof.  Well  ignited 
charcoal  In  the  presence  of  abundant  air  yields 
little  el*e  but  carbon  dioxide,  nevertheless  If 
the  combustion  is  Incomplete  the  evolution  of 
poisonous  gases  such  as  ethylene  is  possible. 
Local  greenhouse  operators  who  wish  to  ex- 
periment with  the  burning  of  -charcoal  are  well 
advised  to  lgnilr  the  burners  before  placing 
in  the  greenhouse  and  to  remove  them 


Too  Much  Importance 
Should  Not  Be  Placed 
on  Color  of  Seed 

SEED  buyers  prefer  seed  of  bright  and  at- 
tractive color  to  dull  or  discolored  aeed. 
Tht>  preference  is  a  natural  and  reasonable 
one  because  the  brightness  or  lustre  is  pleas- 
ing to  the  eye  and.  moreover,  1*  believed  by 
many  to  indicate  that  the  seed  is  of  high  ger- 
minating quality. 

But  lustre  a*  an  Indication  of  good  quality 
in  seed  is  not  Infallible,  and  a  decided  dull- 
ness or  discoloration  in  a  sample  may  not 
mean  that  it  is  really  inferior  as  seed.  Some 
professional  seed  exhibitors,  of  a  class  which, 
fortunately,  is  fast  becoming  extinct,  have 
demonstrated  in  the  past  that  It  la  possible  to 
keep  the  same  sample  of  seed  grain  or  other 
seed  for  several  or  even  many  years  and  retain 
in  It  all  it*  original  freshness  of  appearance 
long  after  its  last  spark  of  life  has  vanished. 
On  the  other  hand  a  lot  of  aeed  of  last  sea- 
son* harvesting  might  be  decidedly  unattrac- 
tive in  appearance,  due  to  slight  weathering,, 
and  at  the  same  time  be  of  unimpaired  vital- 
ity and  capable  of  germinating  readily  and 
growing  vigorously.  Plant  breeders  and  other 
educational  and  practical  authorities  on  the 
subject  of  quality  In  seed  are  now  placing  less 
emphaai*  on  color  when  establishing  a  seed 
grade,  and  more  emphasis  upon  speed  and 
energy  of  germination.

Effect  of  Weathering 

JRINO  the  harvesting  season  of  1933 
there  was  considerable  rainy  weather  in 
parta  of  both  Eastern  and  Western  Canada, 
with  the  result  that  much  of  the  oat  and  bar- 
ley crops  produced  In  those  sections  of  the 
country  was  rendered  lower  than  average  in 
color  and  it  is  to  be  even  expected  that  some 
of  the  grain  will  be  Inferior  as  aeed  due  to 
excessive  weathering.  Considerable  quantities 
of  aeed  oat*  and  barley  will,  however,  be  avail- 
able which  will  be  of  high  and  dependable 
germination,  though  lacking  the  brightness  of 
color  usually  insisted  upon  as  a  necessary  fac- 
tor in  good  seed. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  standards  for  gen- 
eral quality,  of  which  color  is  one  factor,  be 
set  each  year  for  the  various  kinds  of  agricul- 
tural seeds,  because  of  the  effect  on  their  ap- 
pearance by  the  varying  climatic  condition* 
year  by  year.  For  seed  of  oat*  and  barley  of 
1933  production  which  will  be  used  for  sowing 
in  1834  the  color  requirement  ha*  been  reduced 
to  a  lower  standard  than  has  been  set  in  re- 
cent years.  This  is  partly  to  hannonlie  with 
the  view  that  color  In  seed  ought  not  to  be 
unduly  emphasised,  and  particularly  at  this 
time,  when  the  supply  of  suitable  seed  of 
coarse  grains  tend*  to  be  scarce  rather  than 
plentiful,  the  reduction  of  the  color  standard 
will  be  helpful  in  admitting  to  the  better

come cold. 

The  reota  of  plant*  are  best  protected  by 
loosening  the  surface  soil.  Frost  penetrates  to 
lesser  depth*  in  loose  compared  with  compact 
soil*.  Heavy  soils  should  be  loosened  only  when 
comparatively  dry  for  if  they  are  handled 
when  saturated  with  water  the  texture  is  often 
permanently  Injured. 

The  foliage  of  low  lying  plant*  can  be  pro- 
tected by  mulching  with  straw,  coarse  leaf 
material  or  other   material   that   can  con- 


Is  passed  Frost  damage  is  always  more  serious 
when  a  bright  warm  day  follows  a  heavy  night 
frost  due  to  sudden  thawing  of  the  froeen  plant 
tissue.  Therefore,  a  mulch  or  a  protective 
covering  of  sacks  should  not  be  removed  until 
the  plants  beneath  are  no  longer  froeen.  Most 
plants  withstand  quite  low  temperatures  If 
frost  penerates  very  slowly  and  disappears  with 


Hollyhock  Rust 

»-pHE  mild  weather  has  already  induced  the 
X  the  development  of  rust  on  the  new 
leaves  of  hollyhocks.  This  rust  can  be  reduced 
to  insignificant  amount*  if  the  roots  M 
saturated  with  a  one  per  cent  solution  of 
copper  sulphate.  When  old  hollyhock  plants 
are  commencing  to  grow  It  is  not  too  early  to 
give  them  their  first  dose  of  the  one  per 
carbonate  solution. 


Some  Crops  That  Can  Be 
Grown  on  Alkali  Soils 
With  Fair  Success 

VERY  few  vegetables  can  be  grown  suc- 
cessfully on  alkali  soil,  says  the  Dominion 
Chemist.  Sugar  beet*  are  remarkably  tolerant 
of  alkali  and  their  growth  removes  large 
quantities  of  the  mineral  salt*.  Closely  follow- 
ing sugar  beet*  are  mangels,  and  asparagus  is 
also  another  exception.  The  latter  can  resist 
and  thrive  in  soil  containing  considerable 
amounts  of  white  alkali.  Potatoes  are  also  an 
alkali-resistant  crop,  but  the  tubers  are 
usually  poor  in  quality  and  do  not  keep  well. 


As  regards  fruit  tree*,  both  large  and  small, 
little  can  be  said  as  to  relative  resisting 
power.  One  author  gives  orchard  trees  In  the 
order  of  tolerance  as  follows:  pears,  quince, 
olive,  fig.  apple,  almond,  peach,  plum,  orange 
and  lemon. 

As  for  cereals,  opinions  differ  as  to  the 
relative  resistant  powers  of  oats  and  barley. 
Generally,  barley  is  considered  the  more  suc- 
cessful crop  for  affected  land,  though  It  has 
been  shown  that  oats  are  more  resistant  where 
the  greater  part  of  the  alkali  is  sodium  sul- 
phate. Wheat  is  more  susceptible  than  barley 
or  oat*.  Of  the  varieties  commonly  sown 
durum  wheat*  are  stated  to  be  the  moat  re- 
sistant. 

The  legumes,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of 
alfalfa  and  sweet  clover,  appear  to  be  par- 
ticularly susceptible  to  alkali.  Among  the 
good  grasses  that  can  be  grown  on  alkali 

top  and  perennial  rye  grass.  Evidence  has 
accumulated  in  Canada  to  show  that  brome 
grass  1*  particularly  valuable  for  this  purpose. 
Apparently  It  can  withstand  a  fair 
of  whfte  alkali.

Perennial  Grasses  Compared 
at  Experimental  Station

UT  HEN  we  consider  that  about  one -third 
of  the  improved  land  in  Canada  is 
under  fodder  and  forage  crops  the 
importance  of  disseminating  information  re- 
specting these  plant*  must  be  apparent  to  all. 
That  the  interest  taken  In  these  crops  is  very 
great  is  amply  Illustrated  by  the  numerous  en- 
quiries we  receive  from  time  to  time. 

The  dawn  of  civilbation  is  always  associated 
with  primitive  agriculture.  If  we  try  to  unveil 
the  history  of  a  race  we  often  find  it  hidden 
in  myth*  and  legends.  When  it  ia  accessible 
we  see  a  people,  after  slumbering  for  centuries 
and  in  the  night  of  barbarism,  advancing 
slowly  to  the  realization  of  higher  ideal*.  The 
awakening  la  always  connected  with  the  culti- 
vation of  the  soil,  and  agriculture  is,  therefore, 
the  foundation  upon  which  the  progress  of 
humanity  rest*.

TUFTED  HAIR  GRASS  (Alra  Caespitoaa)— 
This  grass  produced  a  poor  stand  due  to  a  low 
percentage  of  germination;  fairly  resistant  to 
drought  but  a  very  slow  grower.  It  grows  In 
tufts  or  bunches,  hence  Its  name.  Not  promis- 
ing as  a  pasture  grass. 

CRESTED  WHEAT  GRASS  (Agropyron 
Cristatum)— Very  resistant  to  drought  and 
promises  to  be  highly  productive.  Growth  is 
retarded  by  the  hot  dry  weather  of  our 
Summers  but  flourishea  again  with  the  first 
Fall  rain.  In  1933  growth  ceased  about  the 
first  week  in  October.  Crested  Wheat  Orass 
has  a  creeping  root  stock  like  that  of  Couch 
Grass,  it  may,  therefore,  prove  difficult  to 
eradicate  once  it  becomes  well  established.  The 
herbage  Is  of  fair  quality.  The  stalk*  are  well 
with  leaves.  Susceptible  to  leaf  rust. 


More  Recent  Development 


COMPARED  with  the  cultivation  of 
the  Introduction  of  artificial  meadows  Is 
very  recent.  The  oldest  known  were  those  of 
the  Romans.  Clovers,  which  form  their  most 
essential  part,  came  into  general  use  as  lste 
aa  the  aixteenth  century,  since  which  time  the 
importance  of  forage  plants  has  been  more 
and  more  realized. 

Two  groups  of  plants  are  commonly  used 
for  fodder  and  pasture,  vis.,  the  grasses  and 
the  legumes,  representing  two  large  families 
botanlcally  known  as  Gramineae  and  Legumi- 


During  the  past  Summer  we  have  grown  in 
our  forage  crop  nursery  a  very  large  number 
of  grasses,  clovers  and  other  fodder  plants  of 
considerable  interest  to  the  dairyman.  At  this 
time  we  shall  discuss  some  of  the  perennials:

Perennials  in  Review 

-ICTORIA  PERENNIAL  RYE  (Lollum 
Perenne)— This  strain  of  perennial  rye 
grass  did  remarkably  well,  producing  an 
abundance  of  high  quality  herbage.  This  grass 
is  strongly  resistant  to  drought,  growth  being 
continuous  throughout  the  Summer  and 
Autumn,  but  suffered  from  a  severe  attack  of 
leaf  spot  during  the  months  of 
October  and  November. 

OKAROA  COCKSFOOT  (Dectylla 
rata)— A  strain  of  orchard  grass  much  superior 
to  those  generally  grown  in  this  district.  Very 
resistant  to  drought.  ] 
coarseness  and  disease.  Growth 
til  the  end  of  December. 

TALL  FESCUE  (Festuca 
slftant  to  drought;  growth  continued  well  Into 
November.    Was  slightly  Infected  with 


A  very 


3CUE  (Festuca  Pratensl*)— 
grass,  strongly  resistant  to 
rather  coarse  and  subject 
to  leaf  rust;  much  more  so  than  Tall  Fescue. 

KENTUCKY  BLUE  <Poa  Pratensl*)— This 
well-known  grass  ia  quite  slow  in  establishing 
Itself.  Growth  was  entirely 
June.  July  and  August.  It  Is  very 
to  powdery  mildew  and  leaf  spot 

Establishment  Is  Slow 

CANADA  BLUE  ORASS  (Poe  Compre***)  — 
The  germination  was  very  poor  resulting 
la  a  very  thin  stand.  Fairly  resistant  to 
drought  but  made  very  little  growth  during 
the  Summer  Like  Kentucky  Blue  Orass  It 
requires  considerable  time  to  establish  itself 
Foliage  clean  and  quite  free  from  disease. 

ROUOH  STALKED  MEADOW  ORASS  (Poe 
trlvlalia)— This

Grows  Abuntantly 

TALL  OAT  GRASS  (Arvena  ElaUor)-A 
very  rapid  grower  and  strongly  resistant 
to  drought.  Promising  as  an  early  pasture 
and  hay  grass.  Growth  was  continuous  during 
the  Summer  and  well  on  Into  October;  very 
productive;  herbage  of  good  quality  and  free 
from  disease.  Height,  first  year's  growth, 
twenty-five  inches. 

REED  CANARY  GRASS  (Phalaris  Arundl- 
nacea) — A  strong  grower  producing  a  large 
amount  of  coarse  herbage  which  is  quite  free 
from  disease.  While  strongly  resistant  to 
drought  it  also  thrives  on  low  wet  marshy  land. 

PHALARIS  TUBEROSA-This  plant  shows 
only  a  medium  resistance  to  drought.  It  made 
little  or  no  growth  during  the  Summer  months, 
but  recommenced  growing  immediately  after 
the  first  rain  In  early  Autumn  and  continued 
to  grow  well  on  Into  November. 

MEADOW  FOXTAIL  (Alopecurus  Pratensls) 
—Fairly  resistant  to  drought;  growth  during 
its  first  Summer  very  poor.  Can  only  be 
classed  as  a  second-rate  grass. 

Susceptible  to  Disease 

HURON  TIMOTHY  (Phleum  Pretense )— 
.  Fairly  resistant  to  drought  but  made 
little  growth  during  June,  July  and  August. 
Very  susceptible  to  leaf  rust  and  waa  also  at- 
tacked with  leaf  spot. 

TIMOTHY  (Phleum  Pratense)—  Like  Huron 
It  ia  fairly  resistant  to  drought  and  made  little 
growth  during  Summer.  It  ia,  however,  much 
more  resistant  to  leaf  rust  and  more 
lble  to  leaf  spot  than  that  strain. 

MECCA  WESTERN  RYE  (Agropyron  Tene- 
rum) — Germination  waa  very  poor,  only  a 
30  per  cent  stand  was  secured.  Productivity 
very  poor.  Made  very  little  growth.  Herbage 
poor  but  free  from  i'magg 

REED  FESCUE  (Festuca  Arundinacea)— 
Strongly  resistant  to  drought;  made  but  little 
growth  during  first  season;  was  still  slowly 
growing  on  November  15.  It 
from  disease. 

For  best  results  all  of  the 
should  be  sown  In  the  Fall,  thereby  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  become  thoroughly 
established  before  the  dry  weather  of 


Canadian  Coarse  Grains 
in  Economical  Rations 
for  Dairy  Cattle 

\Y/ITH  the  present  low  prices  for  milk  and 
W  milk  products,  the  dairy  farmer  ha*  to 
rely  to  a  very  large  extent  upon  home-grown 
grains  for  hi*  dairy  cattle.  Fortunately  the 
three  grains  most  commonly  grown  In  Can- 
ada, oats,  barley  and  wheat,  are  excellent  for 
this  purpose.  Ground  oat*  have  always  been 
recognized  as  a  suitable  feed  for  dairy  cattle. 
They  are  nutritious,  light  and  bulky,  carrying 
considerable  fibre,  It  Is  true,  but  the  dairy  cow 
ia  admirably  adapted  to  utilizing  fibre.  Oat* 
are  the  richest  In  protein  of  any  of  our  coarse 
grain*  and  as  such  make  an  ideal  base  for  a 
meal  ration,  of  which  they  may  form  up  to  46 

Barley  ha*  not  usually  been  considered  a 
desirable  dairy  cow  feed  by  Canadian  feeders, 
largely  because  It  ha*  not  been  used  for  this 
purpose  to  any  great  extent.  Barley  is  fairly 
high  In  protein,  considerably  lower  than  oats 
in  fibre  and  rich  In  total  dlgeatible  nutrient* 
so  that  it  goes  well  with  oats  and  may  form 
up  to  30  per  cent  of  the  ration.  It  is  partic- 
ularly useful  in  the  ration  In  keeping  heavy- 


tors  regard  a  combination  of  oats  and  barley 
as  one  of  the  best  mixture*  for  dairy  cattle. 

Is  Effective  Substitute 

IN  the  past,  corn  has  been  used  to  some  ex- 
tent in  the  ration  for  dairy  cattle.  Where 
Canadian -grown  corn  can  be  obtained,  it  may 
still  be  used  to  replace  barley  or  even  part  of 
the  oats.  Canadian-grown  barley,  however.  Is 
a  very  effective  substitute  for  imported  corn 
and  may  replace  the  latter  under 
conditions  of  dairy  cattle  feeding. 

Wheat  may  be  considered  practically  equal 
to  barley  or  corn  but  I*  usually  too  high  In 
price  except  when  low  or  damaged  grades  arc 
available,  under  which  conditions  It  may  be 
used  to  augment  the  meal  ration  or  to  replace 
barley  up  to  20  per  cent  of  the  mixture.  The 
lower  grades  of  any  of  the  coarse  grains  make 
feeds  for  dairy  cattle. 

Protein  Supplement 

rARIOU8  combinations  of  the  coarse 
arushed  or  ground,  may  form  from 
70  to  100  per  oent  of  the  grain  mixture.  With 
cows  milking  very  heavily,  however,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  supplement  the  coarse  grains  with 
some  protein  rich  feeds  such  as  oil  cake  meal, 
soy  bean  meal,  gluten  feed,  distillers'  grains, 
brewers'  grains,  etc.  The  percentage  of  these 
protein  supplement*  that  It  will  be  necessary 
and  profitable  to  use  will  depend  upon  the 
amount  of  milk  being  produced  per  cow  per 
day,  the  price  being  received  for  the  milk,  and 
the  nature  of  the  roughage  being  fed.  If  al- 
falfa or  good  clover  hay  1*  available,  compar- 
atively little  other  protein  supplement  is  re- 
quired.

O n  if  tl»  features  of  post-«W  •Wden- 
lng  in  England  has  been  Oat  spread  of 
aatural  or  wild  gardening,  not  only  in 
large  WU&mm  but  in  small  area*  where  there 
are  odd  corners  that  cannot  be  fitted  into  the 
fgoeral  scheme.  It  Is  an  Interesting  form  of 
gardening  and  one  well  suited  to  the  growing 
of  many  of  the  newer  things  Introduced  from 
all  over  the  world  during  the  last  twenty  years. 

|gch  year  new  plant*  are  tried  out  and  in 
many  cases  the  trial  la  successful,  so  that  now 
there  is  a  large  variety  of  plants,  embracing 
trees,  shrubs,  alpine*,  bulb*  and  various  peren- 
nials, that  can  be  used  to  advantage.  A  point 
in  it*  favor,  and  which  has  undoubtedly  given 
it  a  great  boost,  1*  that  it  is  not  an  expensive 
form  of  gardening.  There  is  not  a  great  ini- 
tial outlay  and  the  upkeep  is  not  as  large  a* 
that  of  a  formal  garden.  It  require*  a  mini- 
mum of  attention,  provided  a  proper  selection 
Of  plants  Is  made  at  the  outset. 

In  this  form  of  gardening  plant*  are  grown 
in  a  way  approximating  natural  conditions. 
The  presence  of  trees,  rock*  or  water  in  the 
area  will  help,  but  1*  not  essential.  Where  the 
site  has  some  good  natural  features,  care 
should  be  taken  to  preserve  them,  and  the 
planting  should  be  done  so  as  to  Increase  the 
beauty  of  the  setting  already  provided  by  na- 
ture. On  the  other  hand,  when  it  Is  a  bare 
piece  of  ground  that  has  to  be  treated,  some 
definite  scheme  must  be  planned,  based  upon 
a  natural  system. 


Useful  Shrubs 


Grown  on  Two  Acres  by  Fred  Barnes  at  Lake  Hill     The  1  ami  L> 
■   From  Forty-Five  to  Seventy  Four  Tons  to  the  Acra  IV 
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and  the  var- 
ious species  of  flowering  crabs,  cherrle* 
and  plums,  berberi*  and  viburnums  should  be 
planted  to  form  a  background  for  groups  of 
primulas,  lupins,  foxgloves,  larkspurs  and  so 
on. '  Spring-flowering  bulbs,  particularly  daf- 
fodils, are  a  host  in  themselves  for  the  wild 
ffrtbn.  Snowdrops,  crocuses,  grape  hyacinths 
and  many  other  bulbs  are  fine  for  colonising. 

The  grape  hyacinths  make  a  most  attcee- 
tive  carpet  and  associate  well  with  primroses, 
which  should  be  planted  in  great  drifts.  The 
polyanthus  primroses  and  many  of 
primulas  from  Asia,  such  as  Primula  Ji 
Pulvurlenta,  Florlndae  and  many  others  can 
be  well  grown,  provided  the  ground  is  not  too 
dry.  All  these  will  stand  a  great  amount  of 
moisture;  In  fact,  many  of  them  will  do  well 
under  bog  condition*. 

Cheiranthu*  Alllonil,  the  Siberian  wall- 
flower, is  a  most  useful  plant  for  provid- 
ing vivid  splashes  of  color  and  associates  well 
with  many  other  plants.  In  some  sous  the 
Swiss  gentian.  Gentlana  Acaull*.  will  grow  and 
flower  and  increase  in  the  wild  garden  and 
will  produce  its  large,  bright  blue  trumpet*  in 
the  Spring,  while  in  tha  Fall  of  the  year 
Gentlana  61no-ornata,  if  grown  in  almost  pure 
peat,  will  give  a  wealth  of  bloom. 

Along  with  the  shrubs  many  of  the  lilies 
may  be  planted  and  left  to  themselves.  Col- 
onies of  tuch  lilies  a*  Regale  and  any  of  the 
other  hardy  members  of  the  family  are  a  great 
attraction  In  the  wild  garden. 

Foxgloves,  lupins,  eplloblum  (the  willow 
herb).  Solomon's  seal,  and  dlcentra  (bleedlnn 
heart)  are  among  the  best  subjects  for  wild 
gardening.

The  State  Theatre  was  prepar- 
ing lta  biggeat  night  since  the  ad- 
vent of  Hltlerlam— a  work  by  Hans 
Johat,  representative  poet  of  the 
new  regime. 

And  it  was  not  only  a  work  by  a 
Nail  poet,  but  also  a  play  on  Luther, 
the  reformer  whom  Nazis  like  to 
depict  as  one  of  their  precur8ora. 
and  whose  450th  birthday  waa  cele- 
brated this  year. 

It  waa  a  few  Tioura  beiore  the 
flrat  performance  was  to  begin— 
the  whole  theatre  was  frenzied  with 
last-minute  preparation* — the  di- 
rector, the  actors,  the  scenic  work- 
ers were  on  the  verge  of  complete 
exhaustion— and  then,  suddenly, 
word  came  from  the  Propaganda 
Ministry  to  send  ten  copies  of  the 
play. 

PLAY  NOT  ALLOWED

BAN  LIFTED

planation could  have  been  given  as 
to  its  banning  In  Berlin

In  1915  H.  H  Asquith,  later  to  be-| 
come  Lord  Oxford  and  Asquith.  was

Hilda  Harrtsson,  27.  and  their 
friendship  grew  and  lasted  until  As- 
quith s  death. 

During  that  period  Asquith  wrote 
many  letters  to  his  young  friend 
Some  of  them  appear  In  a  recently 
published  volume,  In  whioh  the  re- 
cipients name  does  not  appear. 
INDIGNATION  AROLSED 

Uncomplimentary  references  to 
personages  still  living  are  made  in 
some  of  the  letters,  and  It  Is  this 
that  has  aroused  considerable  In- 
dignation over  their  publication. 

Perhaps  the  most  flagrant  exam- 
ple of  this  Is  where  the  writer,  re- 
ferring to  David  Lloyd  Oeorge.  who 
succeeded  him  in  the  wartime  Pre- 
miership, says:  "I*.  O.  says  that  he 
has  nothing  to  do  with  It.  and  for 
once  I  believe  that  he  is  telling  the 
truth." 

Mrs.  Harrtsson  is  a  talented  por- 
trait painter,  and  the  widow  of  a 
major  In  the  artillery  who  was  killed 
while  the  letters  were  being  written 
When  her  husband  was  killed,  As- 
quith wrote:

Its  position  as  the 
largest  and  most  important  town  m  Cheshire  is  the  uukuiue 
of  its  history  during  the  last  hundred  years.

a  population  of  109,  but  the  open- 
ing of  the  docks  In  1847.  following 
on  the  growth  consequent  on  the 
establishment  by  John  Laird  of  his 
shipyard  there  twenty  years  pre- 
viously, mm  considerable  Impetus 
to  the  4***opment  of  the  town. 

From  W>ft»  to  time  the  area  ad- 
ministered by  the  municipal  au- 
thorities has  been  added  to.  and  It 
now  includes  extensive  Industrial 
and  residential  areas,  while  the 
population  is  about  160,000.  The 
development  Is  bv  no  means  at  an 
end.  Birkenhead  realizes  that  it 
has  advantages,  in  its  situation,  in 
it*  electricity,  gas,  water  and  trans- 
port undertakings  which  should 
make  It  attractive  to  business  exec- 
utives who  are  planning  new 
centres  of  activity.  There  are 
many  excellently-placed  sites  for 
ind  works  and  there  are 
portions  of  the  district  where 
modern  types  of  residences  are  be- 
ing erected. 

TRANSPORT  FACILITIES 
Being  a  part  of  the  port  of  Liver- 
pool Is  moat  important  to  Birken- 
head as  regards  the  transport  facil- 
ities which  it  can  offer,  especially  to 
those  interested  in  one  or  other 
phases  of  overseas  trade.  Of  the 
forty  miles  of  quays  Included  in 
the  port  as  a  whole,  one  quarter  are 
on  the  Cheshire  side  of  the  river  at 
Birkenhead. 

One  has  only  to  study  a  plan  of 
the  Birkenhead  dock  district  to  see 
the  method  which  was  adopted  In 
planning  the  streets.  It  Is  a  rec- 
tangular scheme,  which  ensures 
that  the  traffic  from  and  to  the 
quays  and  warehouses  move*  rapidly 
along  the  wide  and  straight  roads, 
and  it  Is  typical  of  the  foresight  of 
the  local  authorities. 

While  on  the  question  of  trans- 
port, it  may  be  pointed  out  that 
Birkenhead  Is  a  terminus  of  the 
Oreat  Western  Railway,  and  from 
Chester  the  line  is  shared  with  the 
London.  Midland  and  Scottish 
Railway.  The  Mersey  estuary  also 
has  canal  connections  with  many 
of  the  leading  industrial  centres, 
and  further  developments  in  this 
connection  are  under  consideration. 

The  corporation  maintains  an  ex- 
cellent service  of  ferry  steamers  be- 
tween Birkenhead  and  Liverpool  on 
which  passengers,  goods  and  ve- 
hicles are  carried.  Connection  be- 
tween both  sides  of  the  Mersey  is 
also  maintained  by  the  Mersey 
Electric  Railway. 

It  is,  however,  the  great  Mersey 
Tunnel,  now  so  rapidly  nearlng 
completion,  that  Is  very  much  in 
the  thoughts  of  everyone  in  the 
matter  of  communications. 

THE  MERSEY  TUNNEL 
This  gigantic  undertaking  for 
linking  up  the  two  boroughs  and 
counties  Is  the  outcome  of  discus- 
sions which  had  been  going  on  for 
the  best  part  of  a  century.  It  was 
In  June,  1922.  that  the  first  definite 
step  was  taken,  eminent  engineers 
being  commissioned  to  prepare  a 
report  on  the  provision  of  a  bridge 
across  or  a  tunnel  under  the  River 
Mersey  with  a  view  of  improving 
the  facilities  of  cross-river  traffic. 

An  exhaustive  study  of  all  phases 
of  the  problem  resulted  In  the  pro- 
duction of  a  unanimous  report  in 
favor  of  a  tunnel,  and  although  au- 
thority to  proceed  was  obtained  by 
an  Act  of  Parliament  in  1925,  there 
were  three  subsequent  acts  to  cover 
various  modifications  which  became 
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The  work,  however,  was  eventu- 
ally started  in  December.  1925. 
when  Princess  Mary.  Viscountess 
Lescelles  turned  compressed  air 
into  the  drills  at  the  working  shaft 
at  Oeorge's  Dock.  Liverpool. 

At  either  end  of  the  tunnel  there 
are  two  entrances,  for  while  the 
main  line  of  the  tunnel,  with  Its 
space  for  four  lines  of  traffic,  runs 
from  Old  Haymarket.  Liverpool,  to 
Chester  Street.  Birkenhead,  there  is 
a  branch  tunnel  for  two  lines  of 
traffic  from  the  New  Quay.  Liver- 
pool, and  another  of  similar  width 
at  Rendel  Street.  Birkenhead. 

The  length  of  the  main  tunnel  Is 
2  01  miles,  while  the  two  branch 
tunnels,  providing  what  is  termed 
the  dockside  traffic  route,  account 
for  an  additional  081  miles.  The 
time  required  to  pass  through  the 
tunnel  at  twenty  miles  per  hour 
will  be  six  and  a  half  minutes. 

The  magnitude  of  the  undertak- 
ing can  be  sensed  from  a  few  statis- 
tics. Over  82.000  tons  of  cast  Iron 
have  been  \ised  in  lining  the  tun- 
nels, while  270,000  tons  of  concrete 
have  been  mixed  and  placed  In 
position.  Up  to  October  of  last 
year  over  7.482,000,000  gallons  of 
water  had  been  pumped  out  of  the 
workings. 

To  ensure  the  adequate  ventila- 
tion of  the  tunnel  there  are  six 
plants  installed  In  special  buildings, 
and  they  can  deliver  2.500.000  cubic 
feet  of  fresh  air  each  minute  to  re- 
place an  equal  quantity  exhausted, 
while  the  total  capacity  of  all  the 
ventilating  »«u  is  10.000.000  cubic 
feet  per  minute. 

The  ventilating  buildings  are  im- 
posing structures,  the  tallest  being 
that  at  Woodslde.  Birkenhead 
which  to  the  top  measures  210  feet 
All  the  buildings  are  of  steel  frame 
construction,  the  work  of  Redpath. 
Brown  St  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  solid  rein- 
forced concrete  floors  and  roofs  and 
brick  or  stone-faced  external  walls 
The  estimated  cost  of  construc- 
tion and  the  purchase  of  land  is 
given  as  £7.077.800.  towards  which 
the  Oovernment  has  made  a  grant 
of  C2.500.000  The  balance  of  the 
cost  is  being  met  out  of  loans  the 
loan  charges  being  provided  by  tolls 
over  a  limited  number  of  years  and 
out  of  rates  to  be  levied  in  Liver- 
pool and  Birkenhead  The  project 
has  been  carried  through  by  a 
Joint  committer  composed  of  repre 
aentatlves  of  the  two 


which  has  for  so  long  inspired  those 
responsible  for  the  direction  of  local 
affairs  at  Birkenhead  that  the  Cor- 
poration is  in  control  of  all  the 
essential  services. 

Up  to  1921  the  town's  supply  of 
water  was  derived  from  wells  and 
boreholes,  but  fourteen  years  pre- 
viously It  had  been  foreseen  that 
i  something  better  than  that  would 
be  required,  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  construct  reservoirs  on 
the  Rivers  Alwen  and  Brenlg  in 
I  North  Wales. 

The  Alwen  lake  now  provides  an 
ample  supply  of  soft  water  specially 
suitable  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, which  paases  through 
mechanical  filters  before  being 
taken  along  the  forty-two-miles- 
long  aqueduct  to  Birkenhead 

The  gas  works  have  been  en- 
larged and  modernized  from  time  to 
time,  and  special  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  application  of  gas  for 
Industrial  purpose*,  a  special  tariff 
has  been  arranged  for  bulk  con- 
sumers. 

Similarly  the  electricity  under- 
taking has  a  splendidly  equipped 
power  station,  which  supplies  cur- 
rent to  a  large  area  of  the  Wirral 
peninsula.  Every  encouragement  is 
given  to  make  the  fullest  possible 
use  of  electricity  for  lighting,  heat- 
ing and  power. 

The  corporation  owns  tramways 
and  motor  buses,  which  provide 
cheap  and  efficient  services  all  over 
the  town  and  the  district. 

THE  SHIP  CANAL 

For  a  considerable  distance  the 
county  boundary  on  the  north  side 
runs  in  the  River  Mersev  and  for 
twenty-eight  miles  of  its  length  the 
Manchester  Ship  Canal  is  in 
Cheshire,  giving  additional  facili- 
ties for  water-borne  traffic  at  Elles- 
mere  Port,  at  Runcorn  Docks,  and 
at  Partington,  where  there  Is  an 
Important  coaling  basin,  and  a 
deal  of  land  which  should 
suitable  for  the  location  of  factories. 

Close  by  Ellesmere  there  is  the 
Stanlow  oil  dock  with  an  extensive 
equipment  for  the  handling  of 
petroleum  and  low  flash-point  oils 

There  are  135  tanks  at  Stanlow 
with  a  capacity  of  more  than  312- 
000  tons  (over  80,000,000  gallons) 
There  Is  one  dock  600  feet  long,  an- 
other 650  feet  long,  and  a  600-ft 
lay-by  which  is  available  for  vesselj 
discharging  grades  of  oil  not  flash- 
ing below  seventy -three  degrees  F 
and  for  shipping  by-products.  The 
oil  installations  of  the  Cheshire  side 
of  the  canal  cover  an  area  of  200 
acres,  with  land  reserved  for  future 
developments. 

Apart  from  the  excellent  road 
and  rail  facilities  for  transport, 
there  are  canals  going  right  into 
the  heart  of  the  Midlands  and  to 
other  parts  of  the  country. 

To  the  east  of  Birkenhead  there 
Is  the  famous  soap  manufacturing 
town  of  Port  Sunlight,  while  on  the 
other  aide  there  is  New  Brighton  a 
favorite  holiday  resort,  with  a  fine 
promenade,  pier,  gardens  and  sands 

Wallasey  is  a  growing  residential 
centre  and  many  of  the  business 
men  in  the  Liverpool  and  other 
business  quarters  make  their  homes 
there.

But  the  iiaaaul  feature  of  all 
«•»  the  annual  discovery  of  the  sea 
serpent  Year  after  year  those  who 
went  down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  or 
even  those  who  stood  only  upon  i In- 
shore, came  out  with  stories  of  hor- 
rific marine  monsters  seen— each 
story  complete  with  details  calcu- 
lated to  give  artistic  verisimilitude 
to  a  bald  and  otherwise  uncon- 
vincing narrative. 

AN  OLD  FRIEND 
And  now,  after  many  years  ab- 
and  fell,  spilling !  sence,  the  sea  serpent  Is  with  us 
once  again.  True,  lt  may  not  be  a 
sea  serpent  because  its  alleged  habi- 
tat at  present  is  Loch  Ness,  a  fresh 
water  loch  in  Scotland,  some  twen- 
ty-two miles  long  by  about  one  mile 
wide,  with  a  maximum  depth  of 
about  750  feet.  There  are  three 
channels  of  access  to  the  Loch  from 
the  aea.  the  Caledonian  Canal  at 
one  end  and  the  Ness  Canal  and  the 
River  Ness  at  the  other.  And  these 
have  several  locks  and  weirs  which 
might  obstruct  serpents. 

For  many  months  past  there  have 
been  stories  current  about  some 
enormous  and  extraordinary  crea- 
ture dimly  seen  in  the  waters  of 
Loch  Ness.  The  sensational  wild- 
cat press  has  revelled  in  the  story, 
but  we  have  now  reached  a  stage 
beyond  that.  Even  such  a  Journal 
as  The  London  Times  not  only 
deigns  to  mention  the  "monster" 
but  devotes  no  less  than  three  main 
columns  to  a  contributed  article  by 
an  Investigator  of  repute  which  is 
a  "survey  of  the  evidence"  for  or 
against  the  existence  of  the  crea- 
ture, and  which  summarizes  the 
testimony  of  fifty-one  seemingly 
responsible  witnesses.

ONDON  (BUP). — There  was  a  time,  and  not  so  long  De- 
fore  the  war,  when  we  used  to  have  a  newspaper  "Silly 
Season."

Thia 
churcli  was  for  centuries  associated 
with  the  last  hours  of  condemned 
malefactors  who  left  Newgate  on 
their  Journey  to  the  gallows  at  Ty- 
burn.   At  its  gate,  while  the  bells 


long,  almost  obscuring  the  sunlight, 
are  a  common  sight,  sending  every 
farmer  frantically  beating  tins  and 
burning  smoke  fires  in  an  endeavor 
to  prevent  the  locusts  from  settling 
and  eating  him  into  ruination. 

TRAINS  ARE  STOPPED 

Motorists  everywhere  report  driv- 
ing through  locusts  like  endless  hail- 
storms until  they  are  forced  to  stop 
by  spattered  windscreens  and  choked 
radiators.  Even  trains  have  been 
stopped  by  the  locusts,  which  ren- 
der the  rails  slippery. 

In  many  places  the  locusts  have 
settled  and  laid  eggs,  which  hatch 
,out  within  three  or  four  weeks,  pro- 
ducing countless  hoppers.  If  not 
killed  Immediately  these  cause  fur- 
ther untold  damage. 

Everywhere  the  Union  Govern- 
ment is  preparing  the  greatest  anti- 
locust  campaign  In  its  history.  Thou- 
sands of  voluntary  workers  have 
been  enrolled  throughout  the  coun- 
Jtry,  headed  by  a  hundred  experts, 
who  are  armed  with  poison  sprays 
I  and  pumps.  They  will  attack  the 
hoppers  as  soon  as  they  are  hatched 
lt  is  going  to  be  a  mighty  battle, 
and  none  knows  who  will  win— man 
or  locust.

a  meteorologist.   He  thlnka  it  prob- 
ably due  to  water  crystals  In  the 
I  high  atmosphere,  which  is  the  ex- 
planation of  an  ordinary  halo.  "I 
have  seen  it  often  with  the  moon 
but  not  with  the  sun." 

To  ordinary  eyes  the  halo  was 
quite  unlike  a  halo  surrounding  the 
moon,  which  is  believed  to  presage 
bad  weather.  It  was  far  denser  and 
more  substantial  looking.  It 
formed  with  dramatic 
and  lasted  in  full  effect  for  more 
than  half  an  hour  Then  gradually 
It  thinned  and  disappear^.

HOLLYWOOD.  -  The  prevailing 
Idea  that  fashions  come  Into  exist- 
ence  "full  blown"  and  complete  in 
rvcry  intricate  detail  la  rather 
•musing  but  far  from  true,  as  any 
designer  knows.  It  isn't  quite  as 
easy  as  all  that. 

In  creating  fashions  for  the 
screen.  I  first  find  out  the  locale  of 
the  picture  to  be  nlm^d 

background15  of^ach  costume  mus 
be  accurate,  and  the  modernization 
of  the  idea  made.  If  modern  clothes 
arc  used,  one  must  know  where  each 
costume  will  be  worn,  and  the  type 
of  personality  the  star  will  portray. 

With  this  background  in  mind, 
one  visualizes  the  star  in  such  set- 
tings. In  modern  fashions  I  get  en- 
tirely away  from  current  trends. 
For  screen  fashions  must  be  de- 
signed so  that  they  will  be  many 
months  in  advance  of  the  style,  as 
the  public  won't  see  them  for  some 
three  or  four  months  after  the  pic- 
ture is  made. 

Pint  of  all.  I  make  pencil 
kketchec  of  the  costume  idea.  Per- 
haps only  a  silhouette— a  body  line 
tipon  which  the  frock  will  be  de- 
rloped. 

Then  the  details  of  neckline, 
sleeve  treatment  and  trimming  are 
drawn  in.  and  the  costume  adapted 
•a  a  whole. 

I  work  this  pencil  sketch  out  In 
water  colors  in  the  exact  tones  in 
which  the  costume  will  be  made. 
With  color  contrast  and  all  details 
•a  they  will  be  in  the  finished  cos- 
tume. „  „ 

I  often  attach  piece*  of  the 
fabrics  to  be  used  so  that  the  tex- 
ture and  color  of  the  materials  may 
be  visualized  easily. 

The  star  then  sees  the  sketches 
of  her  wardrobe  for  the  coming  pro- 
duction and  together  we  discuss 
each  costume  and  mike  any  minor 
changes  decided  upon. 

Now  comes  an  important  step  In 
developing  the  fashion  idea,  so  that 
wo  are  certain  It  Is  correct  for  the 
player. 

Each  frock  designed  Is  made 
upon  muslin,  with  each  detail  care- 
fully carried  out,  and  the  garment 
perfectly  fitted  to  the  star,  who 
then  comes  to  my  studio  wearing  it. 

My  studio  Is  decorated  in  light 
tones  of  green,  citron  and  white,  so 
that  the  background  will  not  over- 
shadow the  costume.  Even  the  win- 
dows are  shuttered  In  white,  with 
white  glazed  chintz  curtains  so  the 
colorings  will  be  neutral. 

A  spotlight  is  placed  high  above 
one  door  to  flood  light  the  figure 
as  the  star  moves  before  the  full 
length  mirrors  that  line  one  entire 
wall  of  the  room.  This  lighting 
gives  the  effect  of  light  and  shadow 
as  It  will  appear  on  the  costume  on

Add  all 
other  ingredients  except  bread  cases. 
Heat.  Serve  in  bread  cases.  Serve 
six.  In  making  the  bread  cases,  cut 
rounds  of  bread  four  or  five  inches 
in  diameter  and  two  inches  deep 
Scoop  out  the  inside,  leaving  a  well 
one -fourth  inch  deep  Brush  with 
melted  fat  and  bake  to  a  golden 
brown  In  hot  oven  of  about  400  de- 
grees.

Oirls  who  ppsaess  naturally  curly 
hair  usually  frown  at  the  thought 
of  a  permanent  wave.  They  have 
the  idea  that  a  permanent  will  In- 
jure the  natural  curllness  of  their 
tresses.  Yet  a  part  permanent  would 
prove  Just  the  sort  of  thing  that 
would  keep  unobliging  hair  ends  in 
attractive  ringlets. 

A  good  permanent  wave,  adminis- 
tered by  a  skilled  and  reliable  oper- 
ator, will  not  really  Injure  the  nat- 
ural curl  In  a  head  of  hair.  After 
all,  the  permanent  waving  process 
only  affeote  the  hair  that  has  al- 
ready grown  out  from  the  scalp. 
And  the  new  hair  that  grows  in,  If 
properly  treated,  should  be  Just  as 
naturally  curly  as  It  was  before  : 
was  permanently  waved. 

When  the  hair  haa  some  latent 
curllness.  a  full  permanent  to  not 
really  necessary.  The  natural  wave 
In  the  hair  should  be  developed,  first 
of  all.  And  If  the  ends  refuse  to 
behave,  they  alone  should  be  per- 
manently waved.  If  a  part  perma- 
nent Is  given  to  the  ends  alone,  the 
natural  curllness  of  the  hair  should 
not  be  harmfully  affected. 

Of  course,  proper  treatment  of  the 
hair  Is  necessary  even  before  a  part 
permanent.  The  ends  of  the  hair 
are  usually  drier  than  the  hair  near 
the  scalp.  And  hot  oil  treatments 
should  be  given,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  the  hair  ends,  in  order  to 
put  such  hair  into  perfect  condition 
for  the  reception  of  the  part  per-
